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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in 
Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following 
plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agen- 
cies, their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors 
and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  con- 
tinue in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support 
the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  chur- 
ches into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the 
Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  at- 
titude, a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual 
Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the 
Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be 
represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denomina- 
tional missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommen- 
dation shall  be  made  to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 


Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is 
given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  ad- 
ditional messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  in- 
clude these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of 
an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and  Parliamentarian,  Vice 
Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  1st  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
(Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the 
session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry 
out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  him- 
self after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Church 
Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Depar- 
ment,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association 
or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  General  Board  at  its  third  quarterly 
meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not  later  than 
September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  incumbent  workers  until  election  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  temporarily  by  the  departments  for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  ter- 
of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
annual. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 


The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  departments, 
(Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members 
chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual 
report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall 
have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Con- 
stitution. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Association  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call 
by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Con- 
cil  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the 
General  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  through  the 
following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  com- 
mittee member  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed 
in  the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordi- 
nate or  superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the 
association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested. 

a.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting: 

(1)  Committee  on  Committees  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  10) 

b.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the 
Annual  Meeting: 

(1)  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  1) 

(2)  Committee  on  Missions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  17) 

(3)  Committee  on  Evangelism  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  3) 

(4)  Committee  on  Finance  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  4) 

(5)  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  5) 

(6)  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6) 

(7)  Committee  on  Constitution  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  7) 

(8)  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  8) 

(9)  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  9) 

(10)  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  13) 

(11)  Committee  on  Youth  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  14) 

(12)  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  15) 

(13)  Committee  on  Associational  Office  Building  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  16) 

(14)  Executive  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  2) 

(15)  Committee  on  Personnel  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  18) 

Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve  during  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 


"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirec- 
ly  in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds 
for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  mem- 
ber churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any 
department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon 
the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a 
fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies  of  the  digest 
of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  an- 
nual, records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association; 
disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated 
in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books 
available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in 
the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or 
as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have 
charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  budget 
year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later  than  the  May 
meeting  of  the  General  Board. 
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Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors 
at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the 
sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Missions  Committee  Chairman  as  ex-officio  members,  and  shall  meet  upon 
call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
refered  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall 
study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the 
Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate 
for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  or- 
dination to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of 
ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before 
and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to 
study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems. 
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Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and 
present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall 
also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher 
and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and 
direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  direct 
the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  accordance  with 
procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and  assist  them  in  its 
promotion. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall 
serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities 
for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to 
serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each 
church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  develop  and 
maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  with  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 
This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work  of  the 
association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  commit- 
tee shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministries  Director  in 
formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities.  This 
committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs,  ac- 
tivities, and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  em- 
ployed personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association, 
or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction. 

b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  re- 
lating to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee- 
associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 
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(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 


BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of 
the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other 
securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under 
the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association 
and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in 
length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

9.  The  Clerk  announced  176  messengers  and  43  visitors  were  counted  present,  and  made  the 
motion  that  these  176  messengers  and  others  who  would  be  enrolled  constitute  the  Cabarrus 
Baptist  Association  in  its  51st  Annual  Session  for  business.  The  motion  was  seconded,  carried, 
and  so  ordered.

W.M.U.  in  Cabarrus  Association  continually  strives  to  keep  these  tasks  before  church 
leadership  in  all  activities  planned  during  the  year.

The  Baptist  Sharing  House 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  continues  to  minister  to  families  in  crisis.  Church  members  have 
donated  clothing,  food,  household  furniture  and  items  to  be  distributed  by  the  ministry. 

Volunteers  from  area  churches  staff  the  Baptist  Sharing  House  three  mornings  each  week; 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday  from  9:00  A.M.  till  11:30  A.M.  Emergency  situations  are 
handled  at  anytime  by  the  director. 

During  the  year  1,528  individuals  were  assisted  or  504  family  units.  As  many  as  ten  families 
(burned  out  or  setting  up  housekeeping)  were  given  furniture,  appliances,  linens,  and  drapes. 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  received  approval  to  purchase  food  at  the  Metrolina  Food  Bank 
in  Charlotte  for  10  cents  per  pound.  The  Home  Mission  Board  contributed  $500  to  provide 
food  for  needy  families.  The  Food  Bank  has  proven  to  be  an  excellent  resource. 

One  hundred  fifty  (150)  families  were  given  food  boxes;  seventeen  (17)  of  these  families 
returned  a  second  or  third  time  for  assistance  with  food. 

The  director  shared  information  on  seventy-eight  (78)  unchurched  families  who  gave  Bap- 
tist preference  with  a  local  pastor  for  cultivation.  Seventy  (70)  referrals  were  made  to  other 
helping  agencies.

Seminary  Extension 

Seminary  Extension  work  is  the  cooperative  effort  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  North 
Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention,  and  Cabarrus  Association.  The  six  seminaries  of  our  con- 
vention have  professors  who  often  write  the  study  guides  for  both  teacher  and  student.  The 
Seminary  Extension  Department  in  Nashville  coordinates  the  lesson  materials,  the  North 
Carolina  Seminary  Extension  Department  provides  the  honorarium  for  the  teachers,  and  the 
Cabarrus  Association  provides  the  place  for  study  and  contributes  a  part  of  each  student's 
tuition  cost.  Of  course  the  same  procedure  is  followed  in  all  Baptist  Associations  throughout 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Some  good  things  have  been  happening  in  Seminary  Extension  in  the  Cabarrus  Association ! 
Last  spring  Dr.  William  Guthrie  taught  Systematic  Theology  with  10  students  participating. 
Currently,  Reverend  Douglas  Ponder,  the  pastor  of  Mt.  Pleasant  First  Baptist  Church,  is 
teaching  the  General  Epistles.  This  course  includes  the  Letter  of  James,  I  and  II  Peter,  and 
Jude. 

The  course  that  is  now  being  taught  will  fulfill  the  requirements  for  one  student,  Greg 
Hamilton,  to  receive  this  Seminary  Extension  diploma.  This  is  quite  an  achievement  for  those 
who  have  enrolled  in  Seminary  Extension. 

There  are  at  this  time  21  students  enrolled  for  the  General  Epistles,  and  six  students  com- 
pleted the  study  in  Systematic  Theology.  Sunday  School  teachers  please  take  note:  if  you  wish 
to  grow  in  your  understanding  of  the  Bible  and,  consequently,  improve  your  teaching 
techniques,  enroll  in  some  of  these  Seminary  Extension  courses !

American  Bible  Society 

The  faithful  support  which  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  always  given  to  the  Bible 
cause  is  a  blessing  from  God  and  a  source  of  great  encouragement  to  us.  We  are  grateful  to  have 
you  as  partners  in  our  worldwide  Scripture  ministry. 

Available  figures  indicate  that  significant  progress  was  made  in  the  areas  of  both  distribution 
and  translation  during  1985.  As  the  year  advanced,  calls  for  Bibles  and  New  Testaments  in 
local  languages  came  from  all  quarters  of  the  globe,  but  especially  from  churches  in  the  Third 
World. 

More  than  542,000,000  Scriptures  were  distributed  worldwide  in  1985  alone,  an  increase  of 
almost  five  percent  over  1984.  Through  the  United  Bible  Societies  we  are  also  supporting 
Scripture  translation  work  in  544  different  languages  around  the  world.  In  360  of  these  languages 
a  part  of  the  Bible  is  being  translated  for  the  first  time. 

In  Uganda,  no  other  book  is  in  as  much  demand  as  the  Bible.  An  estimated  652,506  Scrip- 
tures were  distributed  during  1985,  many  of  them  to  children  and  youth. 

In  famine-ravaged  Ethiopia  a  Bible  is  still  a  prized  possession.  Despite  difficult  operating 
conditions  -  including  severe  travel  restrictions,  government  censorship,  and  customs  delays  - 
Bible  workers  reported  distributing  132,918  Scriptures  during  1985. 

In  the  United  States  1985  was  a  year  of  expansion  for  the  American  Bible  Society.  A  total  of 
96,222,967  Scriptures  was  distributed  nationwide.  In  the  forefront  of  distribution  efforts  were 
more  than  66,500  volunteers,  dedicated  Christian  laymen,  women  and  young  people  actively 
and  creatively  engaged  in  promoting  the  Bible  cause  across  the  county. 

In  1985  Southern  Baptists  contributed  $298,339  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  As  has  been 
the  case  in  the  past,  the  largest  portion  of  these  gifts  came  from  individual  local  churches. 
Your  generosity  is  a  wonderful  sign  of  Christian  caring  and  solidarity  with  the  thousands  of 
men,  women  and  children  across  the  globe  who  long  to  read  the  Scriptures  in  their  own 
languages. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  an  indispensable  partner  in  the  worldwide  Bible 
cause  during  1985  and  your  expanded  support  is  essential  in  the  year  ahead  as  we  seek  to  ex- 
tend this  vital  Scripture  ministry  to  embrace  all  those  throughout  the  world  who  are  still 
eagerly  awaiting  God's  Word.

Mission  Development  Committee 

During  the  past  year  the  Missions  Committee's  title  was  changed  to  Mission  Development 
Committee. 

The  major  emphasis  of  the  association  this  year  was  the  GOOD  NEWS  AMERICA,  GOD 
LOVES  YOU  simultaneous  revivals.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  Brotherhood 
organizations  were  very  involved  in  helping  carry  out  training  opportunities  preceding  the 
revivals.  Thirty-two  of  our  churches  were  involved  in  the  revivals.  Eighty-six  professions  of 
faith  and  1,112  rededications  were  reported. 

Jim  Gillespie  and  Tim  Middleton  offered  training  opportunities  and  places  of  mission  ser- 
vice for  the  men  and  boys  in  the  association.  One  thousand  Bibles  were  collected  from  our 
churches  and  taken  to  West  Virginia  to  be  used  in  revivals.  Many  of  the  men  were  involved  in 
construction  and  renovation  at  Caswell  Baptist  Assembly  and  also  at  Camp  Caraway. 

The  W.M.U.,  under  Joyce  Kluttz's  leadership,  continued  to  challenge  churches  to  become 
more  involved  in  missions.  They  sponsored  a  booth  at  the  Spring  Fling  Festival  in  Kannapolis. 
Mints,  nuts,  and  cold  water  was  offered  as  well  as  a  place  to  rest.  A  total  of  295  people  either 
stopped  by  or  took  tracks,  Bibles  and  other  items. 

The  Mission  Development  Committee  is  still  exploring  areas  for  new  work  in  the  association. 
Bob  Watson,  along  with  Spurgeon  Dorton,  consultant  with  the  Church  Extension  Department, 
is  working  with  the  committee.  Mr.  Dorton  has  made  several  trips  to  the  area  and  will  be 
making  recommendations  to  the  committee. 

Concerning  Green  Acres  Mission:  It  was  the  concensus  of  Bob  Watson,  State  Church  Exten- 
sion Director,  Luke  Walters,  pastor  of  the  Mission,  and  Don  McNair,  pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  Kannapolis,  that  Green  Acres  would  not  develop  into  a  full  church.  The  Missions 
Committee  recommended  that  the  ministry  of  Green  Acres  be  concluded  by  the  last  Sunday  in 
June.

Annuity  Board 


The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  charged  by  the  denomination 
with  the  responsibility  of  administering  retirement  and  insurance  programs  to  meet  the  needs 
of  ministers,  church  employees,  denominational  and  institutional  employees,  and  seminary 
students.  Money  contributed  by  churches,  agencies  and  individuals  is  held  in  trust  by  the  An- 
nuity Board  to  provide  these  benefits. 

A  relief  and  supplemental  assistance  program  assists  needy,  disabled  and  retired  ministers 
and  widows  of  ministers.  This  program  is  funded  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Co- 
operative Program  and  by  the  private  donations  to  the  Annuity  Board's  Endowment  Depart- 
ment. 

Last  year  the  retirement  plan  contributions  reached  a  record  $114.9  million.  Investment  in- 
come also  reached  an  all-time  high  of  $198  million.  Nearly  16,000  annuitants  received  more 
than  $44  million  in  retirement  benefits. 

The  Expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  represents  a  new  approach  to  providing  retirement 
annuities.  Under  the  Expanded  Plan,  churches  agree  to  match  staff  and  employee  contribu- 
tions two-for-one,  up  to  10  percent  of  salary.  In  addition,  state  conventions  have  agreed  to  pay 
for  disability  and  survivor  benefits,  as  well  as  make  contributions  to  members'  retirement  ac- 
counts. The  Expanded  Church  Annuity  plan  becomes  effective  January  1,  1988. 

All  Baptist  State  Conventions  have  endorsed  the  Expanded  Plan  by  formally  adopting  it  in 
their  annual  meetings.  The  Plan  will  raise  the  level  of  members'  benefits,  provide  disability 
and  survivor  benefits.  Every  Southern  Baptist  Church  is  encouraged  to  take  steps  today  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  plan.

Baptist  Children's  Homes 

The  second  century  of  service  to  children  and  families  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  will 
mean  fulfillment  of  different  types  of  needs.  The  mission  to  care  for  dependent,  neglected, 
homeless  and  troubled  children  has  not  changed,  but  our  society  has  made  the  mission  so  much 
more  complex.  One  can  appreciate  this  fact  in  personal  family  life.  Also,  today  the  services 
needed  by  the  children's  families  has  become  much  more  demanding  of  those  who  care  for 
their  needs. 

Over  1,500  children  were  provided  some  type  of  service  during  the  year.  The  unwed  mothers' 
home  has  touched  many  families  across  the  state.  Many  of  these  children  and  youth  come  from 
an  environment  without  any  religious  affiliation  before  coming  into  care.  Our  pastors  baptized 
25  youth  into  the  fellowship  of  the  local  church. 

The  New  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering  was  taken  for  the  first  time  in  May.  This  was  ap- 
proved by  the  convention  in  November  1985.  The  staff  invested  much  of  their  time  and  talents 
in  an  attempt  to  raise  $1.6  million  for  the  Children's  Homes,  Retirement  Homes,  and  Hospital. 
The  Children's  Homes  received  50  percent  of  this  new  offering. 

The  Cabarrus  Association  is  one  of  the  eight  associations  served  out  of  the  Charlotte  Family 
Services  Center.  Their  office  is  located  in  the  new  Mecklenburg  Association  Building,  easily 
accessible  at  328  West  Independence  Boulevard  in  Charlotte.  This  office  offers  services  and  in- 
formation for  emergency  care,  group  care,  foster  home  care,  unwed  maternity  care,  and 
therapeutic  camping.  There  is  an  open  invitation  to  visit  the  Charlotte  Youth  Care  Center  at 
8741  John  Russell  Road.  Steve  Hoffman  is  the  Charlotte  Area  Director.  He  may  be  contacted 
for  information  or  if  there  is  a  need  in  a  family. 

Our  Baptist  Children's  Homes  mission  is  to  provide  the  most  important  dimension  to  meet 
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the  needs  of  children,  youth  and  families  with  Christian  compassion.  Thanks  to  mission  sup- 
port and  prayers,  care  is  provided.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

During  the  past  year,  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  23,535  patients  for  a  total  of  195,243  days  of 
patient  care.  These  patients  came  from  across  North  Carolina,  from  31  other  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  Eight  patients  came  from  outside  the  United  States.  An  additional 
252,043  ambulatory  patients  were  in  in  the  outpatient  clinics  and  the  emergency  care  depart- 
ment. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  well-known  for  its  medical  expertise  and  latest  technical  equipment. 
Carbon  laser  is  now  being  used  to  treat  some  cases  of  early  cancer  of  the  vocal  cords,  usually 
leaving  patients  with  normal  or  near  normal  speech.  Four  types  of  lasers  are  used  in  treating 
problems  of  the  eyes. 

A  new  lithotripter  uses  high  energy  shock  waves  to  break  up  large  kidney  stones.  This  alter- 
native surgery  saves  money,  pain  and  recovery  time  for  many  patients.  Most  patients  can 
return  to  work  within  a  week  after  therapy. 

During  the  past  year,  the  medical  center  has  begun  an  emergency  helicopter  service  to  trans- 
port victims  of  trauma  to  the  hospital  more  rapidly  and  also  to  transfer  patients  from  one 
hospital  to  another.  The  helicopter  not  only  provides  faster  transportation  but  is  equipped  and 
staffed  to  provide  emergency  care  for  patients  while  they  are  in  transit. 

The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  outreach  through  the  satellite  centers  in  Fayette- 
ville,  Morganton  and  Charlotte  with  opportunities  also  in  other  communities  such  as  Wilkes- 
boro,  Lenoir,  Asheville  and  Rockingham.  These  centers,  together  with  the  one  in  Winston- 
Salem,  provided  24,553  hours  of  counseling  during  the  past  year. 

The  medical  center's  $150  million  facilities  will  include  a  new  patient  tower,  a  new  clinical 
services  building,  an  addition  to  the  research  facilities  and  a  building  to  house  the  magnetic 
resonance  imaging  scanner. 

During  the  past  year,  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  gave  $566,307  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  $374,238  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  These  gifts 
help  make  possible  two  of  the  distinctive  ministries  of  the  hospital:  pastoral  care  and  bene- 
volent care.  For  these,  the  staff  and  the  patients  are  most  grateful  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.

Christian  Higher  Education 

The  following  is  a  report  on  our  seven  Baptist  colleges,  compiled  by  T.  Robert  Mullinax, 
Director  of  Christian  Higher  Education  for  the  State  Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
Please  read  the  report  carefully,  and  give  prayerful  support  to  those  who  are  involved  so  deeply 
in  the  Christian  education  of  our  youth  from  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches. 

North  Carolina  is  a  recognized  leader  in  Christian  higher  education.  Baptists  have  established 
and  supported  seven  colleges  for  a  cumulative  total  of  786  years.  Leaders  who  formed  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  1830  did  so  with  founding  a  college  in  mind.  Baptists  and  their  colleges 
have  grown  up  together  in  North  Carolina.  The  histories  of  the  Convention,  the  churches  and 
the  colleges  are  inseparably  intertwined. 

The  "roll  call"  of  colleges,  and  a  brief  mention  of  current  items  of  interest  and  concern,  are 
listed  for  the  benefit  of  the  associations: 
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CAMPBELL  -  During  1986  there  is  a  special  observance  of  the  centennial  year,  using  as  a 
theme  "A  Century  of  Vision  and  Service."  The  new  School  of  Pharmacy  will  open  in  the  fall, 
and  a  School  of  Education  has  been  established  for  graduate  studies.  Programs  are  offered  in 
Goldsboro,  Rocky  Mount,  Raleigh,  Fort  Bragg,  Sanford,  and  in  Wales  and  Malaysia. 

CHOWAN  -  Enjoys  a  national  reputation  as  a  two-year  institution  of  high  quality. 
President  Bruce  E.  Whitaker  was  recently  named  as  one  of  the  17  most  effective  chief  college 
administrators  in  the  nation.  Chowan  is  engaged  in  a  four  million  dollar  campaign  for  ad- 
ditional student  aid,  scholarship  assistance  and  program  support. 

GARDNER-WEBB  -  On  May  31,  1986,  Dr.  Craven  E.  Williams  completed  his  tenure  as 
president,  begun  in  July  1976.  On  June  1  Dr.  M.  Christopher  White,  Vice  President  of  Elon 
College,  became  the  10th  president  of  Gardner-Webb.  Included  in  its  many  educational 
programs  are  assistance  for  deaf  and  blind  students  who  wish  to  earn  a  college  degree. 

MARS  HILL  -  A  comprehensive  revision  of  the  General  Studies  curriculum,  to  be  imple- 
mented in  the  fall  of  1987,  includes  statements  of  convictions  by  the  faculty.  Included  in  these 
are  the  centrality  of  Christian  faith,  morals  and  purposeful  life,  responsible  citizenship  and 
the  value  of  work.  Scholarships  to  attract  superior  students  continues  to  be  a  major  emphasis. 

MEREDITH  -  "Thorough  instruction"  and  "culture  made  perfect  through  the  religion  of 
Jesus  Christ"  are  central  to  the  college  mission.  Extensive  studies  during  1986  resulted  in  a 
reaffirmation  of  Meredith's  commitment  to  education  for  women  in  both  undergraduate  and 
graduate  programs.  Construction  of  the  Gaddy-Hamrick  Art  Center  was  begun  in  June. 

WAKE  FOREST  -  Conversations  continue  between  Convention  leaders  and  university 
trustees  to  clarify  the  basis  for  a  continuing  relationship.  Founded  in  1834  by  North  Carolina 
Baptists,  Wake  Forest  is  acknowledged  as  a  superior  university  among  church-related  schools 
in  the  nation. 

WINGATE  -  Looking  toward  its  100th  anniversary  in  1995,  the  college  has  entered  a  10- 
year,  30  million  dollar  "Second  Century  -  Vision  for  Excellence"  campaign.  Numerous 
building,  renovation  and  beautification  projects  are  planned,  in  addition  to  library  expan- 
sion, faculty  support  and  student  financial  aid. 

The  colleges  welcome  the  chance  to  work  with  you.  You  may  wish  to  invite  a  college 
representative  to  your  church.

Baptist  Campus  Ministries 


North  Carolina  Baptists  have  some  form  of  ministry  on  47  college  or  university  campuses 
across  the  state.  A  growing  number  of  churches  are  also  finding  creative  and  significant  ways 
to  minister  with  students. 

The  Convention  employs  eight  persons  with  primary  responsibility  for  ministry  in  a  specific 
university  setting.  We  join  with  Baptist  colleges  in  funding  campus  ministries  in  our  seven 
schools,  and  we  join  other  Christian  groups  in  providing  full-time  ministers  on  two  other  cam- 
puses. In  each  of  these  settings  our  ministers  work  with  student  groups  such  as  BSU,  cooperate 
with  university  personnel  in  service  to  the  institution,  offer  help  to  faculty  and  staff  in  per- 
sonal and  professional  concerns  and  seek  for  ways  of  helping  people  on  the  campus  work  more 
closely  with  area  churches. 

During  the  1985-86  school  year  students  involved  in  Baptist  Student  Unions  and  on  Baptist 
campuses  pledged  and  raised  about  $50,000  for  missions  and  ministry  all  around  the  world.  A 
total  of  150  collegians  were  trained  in  a  week-long  orientation  period  or  are  working  under  the 
direction  of  some  department  within  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

The  first  "graduates"  of  our  unique  Campus  Ministry  Associate  in  Missions  and  Ministry 
program  in  Charlotte,  Joy  and  Chris  Gambill,  were  appointed  and  are  serving  as  student 
evangelists  in  Taiwan  under  our  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Mark  and  Stacey  Pennington  are  the 
1985-87  ministers  in  this  program,  which  seeks  to  serve  in  Charlotte  and  prepare  persons  for 
careers  in  student  ministry  on  the  mission  field. 

Special  conferences  for  international  students,  campus  evangelism  training  and  Black 
Christian  collegians  were  offered  during  the  school  year.  Staff,  volunteers  and  student  leaders 
planned  and  guided  these  events.  A  conference  for  High  School  seniors,  a  leadeship  conference 
and  a  fall  Baptist  Student  Convention  involved  over  a  thousand  young  people  in  Christian 
growth  and  challenge  to  stewardship  of  life. 

Central  Piedmont  Community  College,  King's  Business  Collge,  and  UNC-Charlotte  serve 
many  students  who  live  in  your  association.  It  is  our  hope  in  Baptist  Campus  Ministry  to 
minister  to  as  many  of  these  students  as  possible  through  the  Baptist  Student  Union's  many  op- 
portunities for  Christian  growth,  service  and  fellowship. 

International  student  ministry  is  one  of  the  primary  emphases  of  our  ministry  in  Charlotte. 
About  3,000  international  students,  representing  over  100  countries,  study  at  area  colleges,  and 
it  is  our  desire  to  minister  to  them  and  share  Christ  with  them.

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention's  channel  through  which 
the  churches  share  the  gospel  with  people  of  all  nations.  As  1985  ended,  3,597  Southern  Baptist 
Missionaries  were  serving  in  106  countries,  constituting  the  largest  protestant  mission  force  in 
the  world  today. 

—  1985  FOREIGN  MISSIONS  AT  A  GLANCE  — 

•  158,626  people  came  to  know  Christ  as  personal  savior  -  an  average  of  435  persons  bap- 
tized per  day  through  Foreign  Mission  Board  related  efforts. 

•  A  record  429  missionaries  appointed. 

•  Overseas  Baptists'  membership  topped  two  million. 

•  A  10  percent  increase  in  theological  student  enrollment. 

•  Mission  work  opened  in  the  106th  country.

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Home  Missions 


Many  have  spoken  of  the  diversity  of  our  Convention  and  the  13  ministries  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  go  one  step  beyond.  They  include  Associational  Administration,  Black  Church 
Relations,  Chaplaincy  Ministries,  Christian  Social  Ministries,  Church  Extension,  Church 
Loans,  Evangelism  Development,  Interfaith  Witness,  Language  Missions,  Mass  Evangelism, 
Metropolitan  Missions,  Personal  Evangelism,  and  Rural-Urban  Missions.  Special  support 
ministries  include  the  Mission  Service  Corps  which  this  past  year  coordinated  the  work  of  1,092 
volunteers  in  672  field  assignments;  the  Special  Mission  Ministries  which  assigned  42,391 
volunteers  during  1985,  involving  796  high  school  groups  and  1,484  student  missionaries  and 
adults  who  constructed  61  new  church  units  and  served  in  other  ministry  projects;  and 
Spiritual  Awakening  whose  office  trained  and  certified  526  instructors  to  teach  spiritual 
awakening  seminars. 

The  focus  of  these  ministries  is  sharing  Christ's  love.  Sharing  Christ's  love  is  what  Home 
Missions  is  all  about,  and  Home  Missions  personnel  -  from  police  chaplains  to  church  starters  - 
go  about  it  in  many  ways. 

More  than  156  million  people  in  the  United  States  do  not  know  Christ  as  Savior.  Many  towns 
and  counties  have  no  evangelical  church.  Millions  are  functionally  illiterate,  without  jobs, 
without  dignity,  without  hope.  The  Home  Mission  Board,  3,635  Home  Mission  personnel  and 
49,728  volunteers  are  committed  to  meeting  these  spiritual  and  physical  needs.  The  core  of 
their  commitment,  however,  lies  in  the  God  who  guides  in  the  varied  ministries.  They  have 
learned  that  God  does  not  call  in  the  same  way.  He  does  not  send  to  the  same  places.  He  does 
not  provide  the  same  resources  or  talents.  But  it  is  the  same  Lord  of  all,  who  calls,  leads  and 
provides  for  us  all.

It  is  not  a  simple  task  to  describe  what  comprises  the  work  of  State  Missions.  All  understand 
that  State  Missions  involves  the  work  of  our  social  and  educational  institutions,  but  State 
Missions  involves  much  more!  The  picture  of  State  Missions  is  seen  in  the  ministries  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  the  needs  of  people,  wherever  the  people  are  and  whatever  their  needs.  We 
have  the  privilege  of  working  together  to  meet  the  needs  of  people.  We  call  that  State  Missions. 

There  are  three  main  ways  through  which  our  churches  have  the  opportunity  to  be  involved 
in  State  Missions.  Prayer  is  the  most  important  way  in  which  we  can  be  involved  in  mission 
support.  Our  personal  participation,  whenever  possible,  is  a  very  important  part  of  our 
mission  support.  Financial  support  is  another  way  in  which  we  can  be  involved.  Our  financial 
support  is  given  in  our  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the  annual  State 
Missions  Offerings.  We  now  have  two  special  offerings  each  year:  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Of- 
fering in  May;  the  State  Missions  Offering  in  September. 

Let's  make  as  our  goal  for  our  association:  all  of  our  churches  using  all  opportunities  to  be 
involved  in  State  Missions.

In  recognition  of  the  increased  proportion  of  adults  now  65  or  older,  the  Baptist  Retire- 
ment Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  has  sought  to  create  a  broader  awareness  of  its  services 
across  the  state.  Implementing  state-of-the-art  communication  techniques  through  use  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  local  newspapers  and  direct  contacts,  the  Homes  is  effectively  making  itself 
known  to  greater  numbers  of  senior  adults  and  to  a  concerned  and  responsive  denominational 
community. 

With  extended  longevity,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  anticipates  ministering  to  senior 
adults  who  will  live  longer  and  healthier  lives.  Planning  has  begun  to  move  beyond  the  stan- 
dard services  now  available  to  consider  addtional  possibilities  such  as  home  delivery  of  health 
services. 

While  the  past  year  has  brought  a  forward  look  at  the  direction  of  retirement  care,  attention 
has  also  been  directed  toward  improvement  of  existing  services.  The  following  facts  and 
figures  highlight  the  achievements  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  from  August  1985 
through  une  1986: 

•  Sound  financial  management  again  eliminated  the  need  to  increase  residential  fees. 

•  Over  $900,000  of  benevolent  care  was  provided  to  residents. 

•  Of  a  projected  3.4  million  dollar  budget,  the  Cooperative  Program  and  Homes  and 
Hospital  Offering  provided  $785,000. 

•  Over  40  new  residents  were  admitted  to  the  Homes  and  Nursing  Care. 

•  Construction  and  renovation  of  seven  new  housing  units  was  completed  in  Willow  Cove 
on  the  Winston-Salem  campus. 

•  Bill  Stillerman  became  the  new  President  of  the  Homes. 

•  Jack  Hoyle  was  appointed  Vice-President  in  charge  of  Administration. 

•  Carol  Bunting  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Admissions. 

•  Jim  Saul  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Personnel. 

•  Don  Peiffer  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Business  Affairs. 

•  A  video  tape,  "Not  An  Ordinary  Person,"  produced  by  the  Homes  in  1985,  won  the  M. 
E.  Dodd  Award  for  Video  and  Film  Productions. 

•  Residential  and  apartment  living  remain  available.  Requests  should  be  made  through 
the  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Admissions. 

By  remaining  sensitive  to  retirement  care  issues  and  by  staying  informed  and  supported  of 
services  offered  by  the  Retirement  Homes,  North  Carolina  Baptists  can  help  assure  a  system  of 
services  adequate  to  the  growing  demand.

Public  Affairs 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  is  grateful  for  another  year  marked  by  significant  gains  in 
several  areas  of  its  ministry  on  behalf  of  Southern  Baptists.  A  wide  range  of  program  activities 
have  helped  Baptists  daily  work,  and  numerous  moral  concerns. 

The  Commission  has  provided  support  materials  for  special  emphasis  days  related  to  ethics 
on  the  Southern  Baptist  calendar,  Bible-based  themes,  articles  and  artwork  accompany  the 
copy  related  to  sanctity  of  human  life,  race  relations,  Christian  citizenship,  peace  with  justice, 
and  world  hunger. 

The  cause  of  applied  Christianity  was  expanded  through  the  production  and  distribution  of 
literature,  study  guides,  audio  and  video  tapes,  and  other  resources.  A  new  "Help  for 
Families"  series  included  four  new  video  tapes  and  15  new  or  updated  pamphlets.  The  new 
video  tapes  deal  with  pornography,  divorce,  television,  and  changing  roles  in  marriage. 
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The  Christian  Life  Commission  has  the  primary  responsibility  for  education  and  action 
related  to  hunger.  Wide  distribution  of  the  1985-1986  Hunger  Awareness/Action  Guide 
helped  Southern  Baptists  to  reach  a  new  high  in  their  gifts  of  hunger  relief.  Hunger  gifts  for 
1985  totaled  $11,830,146.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  $10,625,897  for  hunger  ministries 
abroad  and  $1,204,249  went  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  domestic  hunger. 

The  Commission's  primary  publication  in  support  of  applied  Christianity  is  Light.  During 
the  past  year,  circulation  topped  18,000  and  there  has  been  exceptionally  good  response  and 
support  from  a  wide  cross-section  of  Light  readers. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  is  encouraged  and  faces  the 
future  with  faith,  hope,  and  renewed  commitment.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation 

The  purpose  and  objective  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  has  been,  from  the  date  of  its  incor- 
poration and  by  the  terms  of  its  charter,  to  assist  individual  Baptists  to  find  ways  of  continuing 
their  support  of  all  Baptist  causes  -  institutions,  agencies,  mission  causes  -  with  estate  and 
deferred  gifts.  As  a  result,  trust  funds  are  now  administered  which  benefit  local  churches, 
associations,  specific  mission  objects  and  offerings,  and  every  agency,  school,  and  institution 
supported  by  Baptists. 

In  1985  North  Carolina  Baptists  placed  over  one  million  dollars  in  new  trust  agreements 
with  the  Foundation,  making  provision  for  the  perpetual  support  of  pratically  every  Baptist 
cause.  Endowment  of  Cooperative  Program  was  a  primary  trust  designation. 

It  is  now  possible  through  the  Foundation  for  each  Baptist  to  "Give  it  Twice,"  once  to 
family,  then  to  Kingdom  causes.  Through  properly  constructed  trusts  and  wills,  family  mem- 
bers and  friends  can  receive  from  one's  estate,  over  a  period  of  years,  an  amount  exactly  equal 
to,  or  even  greater  than  the  estate  portion  they  would  normally  receive  through  an  ordinary 
estate  distribution.  With  the  "Give  it  Twice"  plan,  after  the  family  receives  their  portion,  the 
entire  estate  principal  is  still  intact,  with  the  income  from  the  entire  estate  available  for 
Christian  causes  -  forever.  If  giving  is  exciting  for  the  Christian,  giving  it  twice  is  surely  twice 
as  exciting ! 

An  indirect,  but  profound  benefit  of  Foundation  services  to  the  local  church  has  been  the 
enhancement  of  individual  stewardship  growth  and  commitment.  In  nearly  every  instance, 
those  who  elect  to  commit  to  Kingdom  use  a  portion  of  their  estate  assets,  are  during  their 
lifetime  more  committed  stewards.  They  enjoy  their  giving,  and  this  happy,  conscious  steward- 
ship dedication  must  be  a  profit  for  the  church. 

The  Foundation  seeks  to  inform  Baptist  people  of: 

1.  Their  responsibility  as  stewards  to  make  provision  for  the  future  use  of  their  resources. 

2.  The  critical  need  exprienced  by  all  Baptist  causes  for  endowment  support  -  the  ongoing, 
assured  support  of  those  who  support  them  now. 

3.  Way  by  which  these  realities  may  be  met  and  accomplished. 

4.  Counsel  in  wise  decisions  for  endowing  any  Baptist  cause  -  for  instance,  the  Foundation 
may  discourage  a  trust  for  a  cemetery  fund  if  the  church  already  receives  more  funds 
than  are  needed  to  maintain  that  cemetery. 

In  summary,  every  cause  the  church  promotes  and  supports  can  be  endowed  for  perpetual 
and  "forever"  support.  The  Foundation's  role  is  to  help  the  church,  church  members,  and 
congregations  find  the  best  ways  to  do  so.

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in 
Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following 
plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agen- 
cies, their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors 
and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  con- 
tinue in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support 
the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  chur- 
ches into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the 
Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  at- 
titude, a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual 
Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the 
Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be 
represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denomina- 
tional missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommen- 
dation shall  be  made  to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 


Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is 
given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  ad- 
ditional messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  in- 
clude these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of 
an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and  Parliamentarian,  Vice 
Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  1st  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
(Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the 
session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry 
out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  him- 
self after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Church 
Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Depar- 
ment,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association 
or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  General  Board  at  its  third  quarterly 
meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not  later  than 
September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  incumbent  workers  until  election  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  temporarily  by  the  departments  for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  ter- 
of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
annual. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 


The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  departments, 
(Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members 
chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual 
report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall 
have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Con- 
stitution. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Association  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call 
by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Con- 
cil  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the 
General  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  through  the 
following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  com- 
mittee member  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed 
in  the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordi- 
nate or  superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the 
association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested.

b.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the 
Annual  Meeting:

(5)  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  5) 

(6)  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6) 

(7)  Committee  on  Constitution  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  7) 

(8)  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  8) 

(9)  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  9) 

(10)  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  13) 

(11)  Committee  on  Youth  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  14) 

(12)  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  15) 

(13)  Committee  on  Associational  Office  Building  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  16) 

(14)  Executive  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  2) 

(15)  Committee  on  Personnel  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  18) 

Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve  during  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 


"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirec- 
ly  in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds 
for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  mem- 
ber churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any 
department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon 
the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rides  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a 
fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies  of  the  digest 
of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  an- 
nual, records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association; 
disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated 
in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books 
available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in 
the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or 
as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have 
charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  budget 
year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later  than  the  May 
meeting  of  the  General  Board. 
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Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors 
at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the 
sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Missions  Committee  Chairman  as  ex-officio  members,  and  shall  meet  upon 
call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
refered  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall 
study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the 
Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate 
for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  or- 
dination to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of 
ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before 
and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to 
study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems. 
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Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and 
present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall 
also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher 
and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and 
direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  direct 
the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  accordance  with 
procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and  assist  them  in  its 
promotion. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall 
serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities 
for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to 
serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each 
church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  develop  and 
maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  with  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 
This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work  of  the 
association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  commit- 
tee shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministries  Director  in 
formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities.  This 
committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs,  ac- 
tivities, and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  em- 
ployed personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association, 
or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction. 

b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  re- 
lating to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee- 
associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 
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(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 


BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of 
the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other 
securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under 
the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association 
and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in 
length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  is  our  crisis  ministry  to  families  with  immediate  needs.  It  is 
open  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Thursdays  from  9:00  to  11:30  A.M.  Emergency  situations 
are  handled  at  anytime  by  the  director. 

Thirty  churches  have  sent  volunteers  to  staff  the  Sharing  House  during  the  year.  These 
and  many  other  churches  have  donated  food,  furniture,  clothing  and  money  to  purchase 
food.  Food  is  purchased  through  the  Metrolina  Food  Bank  for  10C  a  pound. 

During  the  year  1583  individuals  were  assisted  or  550  family  units.  Furniture  and  house- 
hold items  were  given  to  burned  out  families  and/or  those  setting  up  housekeeping. 
Emergency  food  boxes  were  given  to  225  families. 
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Several  churches  have  followed  up  with  families  that  were  referred  to  them  by  the  director. 
This  is  also  a  ministry  that  churches  can  use  to  help  families  within  their  church  and  in  their 
neighborhood.  Jesus  said  that  when  we  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  you  have  done  it 
unto  me.

Delegated  to  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  the  responsibility 
of  administering  retirement  and  insurance  programs  that  have  been  implemented  to  meet 
the  needs  of  ministers  and  church,  denominational,  institutional  employees  plus  those  of 
seminary  students.  This  program  is  funded  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Cooperative 
Program  as  well  as  by  private,  church,  agencies  and  individual  donations  to  the  Annuity 
Board. 

On  December  31,  1987  the  defined  benefit  plans  with  "A"  prefixes  will  close.  Accrued 
retirement  benefits  will  be  maintained  to  enhance  the  pensions  of  all  active  participants. 

Plan  A  contributions  ($33.44  per  month)  will  be  rechanneled  to  the  retirement  plan  fund 
chosen  by  each  contributor.  The  benefit  provided  by  these  rechanneled  contributions  is 
guaranteed  to  be  no  less  than  the  benefit  provided  under  Plan  A. 

The  expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  will  take  over  January  1,  1988.  This  plan  will 
alleviate  the  problem  of  low  monthly  pensions  if  Southern  Baptist  churches,  ministers  and 
employees  will  properly  utilize  it. 

Thousands  of  churches  have  adopted  the  expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  and  here  is  why 
your  church  should  be  one  of  them. 

Your  church  has  a  biblical  responsibility  to  provide  for  those  it  calls  to  serve.  (Luke  10:7; 
Gal.  6:6;  Lev.  6:12,26). 

No  longer  do  retirement  programs  have  to  be  negotiated  with  each  new  pastor  or  staff 
member.  By  adopting  the  Expanded  Plan,  your  church  sets  an  official  church  retirement 
policy. 

The  Expanded  Plan  is  easy  to  administer.  It  is  based  on  percentage  contributions. 

Your  church  protects  itself  financially  through  the  Expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan.  It  is 
much  easier  to  make  regular  contributions  to  the  Expanded  Plan  than  to  support  a  retired 
minister,  a  disabled  staff  member  or  the  surviving  family  of  a  pastor  who  dies.

The  Plan  provides  a 
built-in  incentive  for  participants  to  contribute  to  their  retirement  accounts.  These  contri- 
butions and  your  church's  contributions  are  matched  by  state  convention  contributions. 
More  contributions  mean  larger  retirement  accounts  and  larger  retirement  benefits. 

Contributions  go  farther  in  the  Expanded  Plan.  Four  funds  allow  investment  flexibility. 
Plan  funds  are  managed  with  an  investment  philosophy  consistent  with  Christian  princi- 
ples and  earn  competitive  interest. 

If  your  church  has  not  already  adopted  the  Expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  it  needs  to  do 
so  now. 

Your  church  can  adopt  the  Expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  by: 
Voting  to  do  so  in  a  business  meeting;  and 

Signing  and  returning  a  Cooperative  Agreement  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention 
office.

Foreign  Missions 

Last  spring  during  the  World  Missions  Conference  we,  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, were  made  aware,  in  a  fresh,  informative  and  inspirational  way  that  we  are  a  part  of 
something  big!  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  the 
biggest  program  of  overseas  Christian  missions  in  the  world. 

Look  at  any  aspect  of  overseas  ministry,  it  is  likely  that  Southern  Baptists  are  doing  more 
of  it,  more  places,  than  any  other  evangelical  group. 
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Some  highlights  of  1986: 

—  A  record  number  of  overseas  baptisms,  185,  689 

—  An  average  of  20  new  churches  organized  each  week 

—  Appointment  of  256  career  missionaries 

—  3,756  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  in  108  countries 

—  14,500  National  pastors 

—  More  than  50,000  radio  broadcasts  and  2,150  T.V.  programs  produced  by  Media 
Missionaries  and  overseas  Baptist  co-workers 

—  About  137,000  inpatients,  more  than  1.3.  million  outpatients  cared  for  by  health 
care  missionaries  in  21  hospitals,  139  clinics  and  8  nursing  schools 

—  Officials  in  Ethiopia  naming  Baptist  human  need  ministries  -  clinics,  feeding 
programs,  distribution  of  grain  -  a  model  for  other  agencies 

—  More  than  1,900  Southern  Baptist  volunteers  joining  overseas  Baptist  partners  in 
special  efforts,  resulting  in  24,279  professions  of  faith  in  Christ 

—  A  near  doubling  of  the  number  of  books  printed  for  overseas  Baptist,  including  a 
new  translation  of  the  New  Testament  in  Spanish 

—  Distributed  food  to  an  estimated  1  million  people  in  West  Africa  -  Disaster  relief  in 
other  areas  such  as  El  Salvador 

—  Southern  Baptists  gave  $67.1  million  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  and 
$61.3  million  thorugh  the  Cooperative  Program.  In  addition  over  $5  million  was 
given/commited  through  wills,  insurances,  trusts  and  annuities  (*only  10%  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  income  was  used  for  home  office  administration  and  promotion — 
90%  going  directly  to  tell  His  story  around  the  world.) 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  does  much  more  than  send  missionaries.  We  must  pray,  be 
informed,  respond,  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  never  do  less.

Baptist  Foundation 

You  might  call  Frank  Neville  handicapped.  He  spends  most  of  his  time  in  a  wheelchair. 
But  he  denies  he  is  handicapped,  and  instead  has  utilized  his  limited  mobility  as  opportunity 
to  witness.  Each  day  he  invites  neighbors  and  acquaintances,  one  at  a  time,  into  his  home  for 
coffee.  There  he  talks  with  them  about  Jesus,  and  Frank  has  been  thrilled  and  amazed  at  their 
expressions  of  appreciation  for  his  concern  for  their  spiritual  welfare. 

Frank  has  determined  that  he  will  never  stop  witnessing,  and  his  financial  and  estate  plans 
have  been  so  prepared  as  to  insure  that  he  will  always  be  a  part  of  winning  the  lost  to  Christ. 
He  transferred  valuable  land  into  trust  with  the  Baptist  Foundation.  Until  his  death,  he  will 
receive  income  earned  by  the  trust.  After  that  time,  all  income  will  be  paid  to  Carolina 
Baptist  Association  to  be  used  for  Spanish  mission  ministries;  scholarships  for  youngsters  to 
attend  summer  camp,  for  students  studying  for  Christian  vocations,  and  for  persons  going 
on  volunteer  mission  trips;  for  training  and  resources  for  associational  leadership;  and  for 
camp  development.  Frank  Neville,  like  others  who  are  faithful  stewards  now,  wishes  to 
continue  that  commitment  when  he  is  no  longer  here. 

In  1986,  new  trust  agreements  were  prepared  for  93  persons.  Their  gifts  to  initiate  these 
trusts  totaled  $1,181,288.  Assistance  was  given  to  dozens  of  persons  in  preparing  their  Wills, 
all  of  who  included  trusts  through  their  estates  for  nearly  every  cause  supported  by  Southern 
Baptists. 

Many  local  churches  chose  to  use  the  Foundation  as  trustee  for  funds  which  they  were 
holding  for  future  needs.  Investment  of  those  funds  with  the  Foundation  can,  in  some  cases, 
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result  in  greater  income  for  the  church.  It  is  important  that  churches  recognize  that  the 
Foundation's  first  objective  is  to  assist  individuals  in  estate  stewardship.  The  motivation  for 
using  the  Foundation  must  be  the  making  of  a  gift  to  a  Baptist  cause. 

In  corporation  with  the  state  convention,  the  Foundation  established  in  the  last  year  a 
credit  line  of  $3,000,000  for  church  loans.  The  Board  also  approved  construction  of  office 
facilities  for  the  Foundation  near  the  Baptist  Building,  with  plans  to  begin  construction  in 
September,  1987. 

Assets  of  the  Foundation  have  increased  to  more  than  $13,000,000.  These  dollars  are 
expressions  of  concern  made  by  Baptist  stewards.  They  are  the  very  same  persons  who,  like 
Frank  Neville,  witness  and  give  daily,  that  the  lost,  needy,  the  hurting  people  of  the  world 
might  know  Jesus. 


During  the  past  year,  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  22, 973  patients  for  a  total  of  186,321  days 
of  patient  care.  More  than  1,000  of  those  patients  had  heart  surgery  and  27  received  kidney 
transplants.  During  this  period,  the  hospital  also  performed  its  first  heart  transplant  and,  as 
of  June  1,  1987,  has  performed  four  successful  heart  transplants. 

Approximately  1,000  persons  with  kidney  stones  have  been  treated  with  the  lithotripter. 
The  lithotripter  has  also  been  used  to  break  up  gallstones.  Baptist  Hosptial  was  the  first 
hospital  in  the  United  States  to  achieve  this  success. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  one  of  less  than  a  half  dozen  medical  centers  in  the  nation  routinely 
transplanting  living  bone  tissue.  A  woman  underwent  this  rare  procedure  to  correct  an 
arthritic  condition  in  her  hip  where  her  bone  tissue  had  died.  Bone  tissue  with  its  own  blood 
supply  was  successfully  transplanted  from  her  lower  legs  to  the  upper  end  of  the  right  femur. 

During  the  past  year,  Pastoral  Care  Department  has  continued  to  provide  pastoral  services 
for  hospital  patients,  pastoral  counseling,  clinical  pastoral  education,  and  human  enrich- 
ment events.  In  addition,  the  department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention, 
has  offered  the  "Pastor's  Sabbath"  Program  at  Caraway  Conference  Center  and  has  provided 
assistance  to  more  than  100  pastors  and  their  families  through  the  Minister's  Care  Plan. 
Plans  are  being  made  to  offer  training  in  "Conflict  Management,"  "Healing  of  Corporate 
Pain,"  and  "Ministry  to  the  Interim  Church." 

Due  to  the  change  in  the  method  and  timing  of  the  special  offering,  Baptist  Hospital 
received  during  its  past  fiscal  year  the  largest  offering  from  the  churches  in  its  history.  The 
last  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  in  September  of  1985  and  the  first  Homes  and 
Hospital  Offering  in  May  of  1986,  together  with  designated  gifts,  brought  the  hospital  a  total 
of  $474,662.00.  Cooperative  Program  gifts  to  the  hospital  during  the  same  fiscal  year, 
$608,389.00,  making  our  total  receipts  from  the  churches  $1,083,051.00. 

I  am  proud  and  grateful  for  the  support  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  particular 
Cabarrus  Association  Baptists  have  provided  to  support  this  important  work  of  caring  for 
the  sick.

1.  There  was  a  reorganization  of  group  care  on  the  Mills  Home  campus  in  order  to  more 
effectively  deliver  services  to  children  and  families.  Intentionalized  Services  will  focus  on 
specific  tasks  needed  by  our  clients  in  order  to  regain  their  ability  to  function  as  a  whole  or 
independently  in  society. 

2.  Moody  Home  Ministries,  an  intensive  program  of  "friendship  therapy"  to  troubled 
girls,  was  opened  in  Macon  County.  We  are  grateful  to  our  Lord  and  to  the  people  of  Western 
N.C.  in  realizing  this  dream  in  1987. 

3.  The  process  of  Long-Range  Planning,  which  in  today's  complex  world  of  child  care, 
can  only  extend  up  to  five  years  was  begun.  As  a  basis  for  this  LRP,  accreditation  by  the 
National  Association  of  Homes  for  Children  was  awarded  in  1987.  We  are  only  one  of  three 
NAHC  accredited  child-care  institutions  in  North  Carolina. 

4.  Partnerships  in  cooperation  with  the  WMU,  Personal  Evangelism,  Baptist  Men  and 
the  Department  of  Aging  have  been  both  rewarding  and  exciting.  We  are  grateful  for  their 
willingness  to  assist  in  informing  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  on  this  child  care  ministry. 

We  are  delighted  to  report  that  more  than  fifty  of  our  youth  made  a  profession  of  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ  during  this  church  year. 

Our  commitment  to  you  is  to  be  good  stewards  of  that  which  is  entrusted  to  our  care  as  we 
offer  quality  services  on  four  group  care  campuses,  eight  emergency  care  homes,  in  our  foster 
homes,  at  our  theraupeutic  camping  program,  through  the  child  development  center  and  at 
our  maternity  home.  OUR  MISSION  REMAINS  FIRM:  TO  HELP  HURTING  CHILD- 
REN AND  ASSIST  BROKEN  FAMILIES.  We  encourage  you  to  help  us  by  promoting  the 
1988  Homes  &  Hospital  Offering  in  May  and  Cooperative  Program  stewardship. 

UPDATE/CHARLOTTE  AREA  FAMILY  SERVICE  CENTER:  The  Charlotte  Emer- 
gency Youth  Care  Center,  located  at  9741  John  Russell  Road,  provides  emergency  care 
shelter  for  female,  ages  6-18.  The  demand  for  emergency  care  service  for  male  and  female  has 
increased  dramatically  in  recent  months  for  our  area. 

The  Charlotte  Area  Family  Center  staff  continues  to  emphasis  "strengthening  the  fam- 
ily," with  a  commitment  to  provide  the  needed  care  for  hurting  children  and  their  families. 
We  serve  Anson,  Cabarrus,  Cleveland,  Gaston,  Lincoln,  Stanly,  Mecklenburg  and  Union 
counties.  All  services  of  the  Homes  are  available  through  this  office  located  at  328  W.  Carson 
in  the  new  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  building.  Please  feel  free  to  visit  with  us.

The  year  1986-87  has  been  an  exciting  time  in  the  life  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of 
North  Carolina,  Inc.  Charged  with  the  task  of  providing  quality  living  opportunities  for 
Older  Adults  within  a  Christian  context,  the  "Homes"  has  this  year  attempted  to  "move 
forward"  in  three  broad  directions. 

I.  Advocacy  for  Older  Adults 

During  1986-87,  the  "Homes"  has  endeavored  to  become  an  advocate,  a  spokesman, 
for  a  very  special  segment  of  the  state's  population . . .  the  Older  Adult.  Appearing  before 
church,  associational,  and  convention  groups  throughout  the  state,  the  "Homes"  and 
staff  have  attempted  to  sensitize  Baptists  to  the  particular  needs  of  Older  Adults  as  well 
as  the  significant  contribution  they  can  make  to  the  well-being  of  the  churches  and 
associations  of  the  Baptists  State  Convention. 
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II.  Quality  Care 

During  the  year  1986-87,  the  "Homes"  has  continued  to  develop  creative  ways  to  meet 
the  needs  of  Older  Adults.  For  example,  a  significant  new  relationship  has  been 
established  between  the  "Homes"  and  the  Geriatric  Section  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School 
of  Medicine  (Wake  Forest  University).  Mary  Lyles,  an  attending  physician  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  has  been  appointed  the  "Homes"  Medical  Director.  As  a  result 
of  this  new  relationship,  the  "Homes"  will  be  able  to  offer  "sub-acute"  care  as  well  as 
intermediate  and  skilled  nursing  to  its  residents  and  patients. 

In  an  attempt  to  provide  quality  care  opportunities  to  Older  Adults  who  still  reside  in 
the  local  community  setting,  a  respite  or  temporary  care  program  has  been  begun  at  the 
Albemarle  Home.  Quality  care,  long  the  hall-mark  of  the  "Homes"  is  still  the  institu- 
tion's main  objective. 

III.  During  1986-87,  plans  for  institutional  expansion  and  new  development  have  moved 
forward  at  a  rapid  pace.  "Ground-breaking"  for  a  new  Continuing  Care  Retirement 
Community  in  Winston-Salem  will  take  place  in  the  fall.  The  Homes'  long-range  plan 
includes  the  development  of  similar  facilities  in  Asheville,  Charlotte,  and  the  East. 
The  "Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ"  is  the  presupposition  upon  which  the  "Homes" 

operates.  In  reaching  out  in  service  to  Older  Adults,  the  "Homes"  offers  concrete  expression 

to  the  love  of  the  Christ  for  all  people.  The  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  makes  this 

ministry  of  love  possible.

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  continues  to  have  a  good  working  relationship  with  the 
American  Bible  Society  through  prayer  and  financial  support. 

Through  the  United  Bible  Societies,  the  international  cooperative  network  of  national 
Bible  Societies  of  which  the  American  Bible  Society  is  a  leading  member,  600,128,459  copies 
of  Scripture  were  distributed  worldwide  during  1986  -  an  increase  of  9.4%  over  1985. 
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During  1986,  nineteen  languages  were  added  to  make  a  total  of  1 ,848  languages  into  which 
Scriptures  were  translated.  The  Bible  appeared  in  seven  languages  for  the  first  time. 

The  American  Bible  Society  assists  the  distribution  of  Scriptures  in  foreign  lands  and  in 
the  United  States.  New  Scripture  programs  are  being  developed  for  young  people,  for 
evangelism,  for  the  military,  in  Chinese  and  in  Spanish,  and  for  church  programs.

Mission  Development  Committee 

The  Mission  Development  Committee  during  the  past  year  explored  new  avenues  of 
Mission  Ministry  in  Cabarrus  county  and  sought  to  identify  ways  to  increase  the  effective- 
ness of  existing  ministries. 

The  Concord  Gospel  Street  Mission  was  reviewed  by  the  committee  and  deemed  to  be  a 
viable  ministry  in  our  area  worthy  of  associational  support.  The  Mission  is  currently 
working  toward  meeting  the  requirements  for  financial  support. 

Ministry  at  the  Charlotte  Motor  Speedway  was  again  explored  and  plans  are  underway  to 
provide  a  ministry  presence  during  the  October  '87  race  and  to  continue  with  an  ongoing 
ministry  during  future  races. 

Funds  were  approved  to  allow  associational  involvement  in  the  ACTS  Network.  ACTS 
has  now  become  a  part  of  the  local  Cable  viewing. 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  continued  a  significant  ministry  (see  Baptist  Sharing  House 
Report)  to  the  lower  socio  economic  portion  of  our  community. 

During  the  year,  a  subcommittee  investigated  the  needs  and  potential  ministry  of  the 
Baptist  Sharing  House  and  made  the  following  recommendations  which  were  approved  by 
the  Mission  Development  Committee: 

1.  Hire  a  full  time  Church/Community  Mission  Director  at  the  appropriate  time. 
A  full  time  Church/Community  Mission  Director       would  supervise  a  more 
expanded  schedule  for  the  Baptist  Sharing  House  as  well  as  address  other  mission 

needs  and  opportunities  in  the  association. 

2.  Provide  a  new  location  for  the  Baptist  Sharing  House  ministry  that  would  offer: 

A.  Space  for  counseling  clients 

B.  A  Restroom 

C.  A  central  location  with  air  conditioning  and  heat  with  more  food  storage 
space.  These  features  would  be  in  addition  to  the  existing  features  at  the  present 
Baptist  Sharing  House. 

Money  was  allocated  to  replace  the  roof,  repair  and  paint  the  Edwards  Road  Baptist 
Church  facility.  A  local  church  provided  the  labor  on  the  project.

Seminary  Extension 

Since  last  October's  meeting  of  the  association,  Seminary  Extension  has  offered  two 
courses:  The  General  Epistles,  taught  by  Doug  Ponder,  and  The  Gospel  of  John,  taught  by 
James  Summey.  Doug  Ponder  is  the  former  pastor  of  Mount  Pleasant  First  Baptist  Church, 
and  James  Summey  is  the  pastor  of  Kerr  Street  Baptist  Church.  A  total  of  24  students  were 
enrolled  in  the  two  courses. 

Currently  there  are  four  students  enrolled  in  the  course  Church  Growth,  with  three  or 
more  yet  to  enroll.  This  class  began  on  September  22,  and  is  being  taught  by  Charles 
Stafford,  pastor  of  Odell  Baptist  Church.  It  offers  the  historical  background  of  the  church 
growth  movement  in  churches  in  America,  the  key  people  involved,  and  the  results  of  their 
long  labors  and  insights  into  what  brings  about  genuine  church  growth.  The  course  can  be 
offered  again  in  the  future,  and  will  be  extremely  valuable  to  all  who  will  be  serious  about 
becoming  personally  engaged  in  proven  ways  and  means  that  lead  to  church  growth.

Public  Affairs 

During  the  past  year  the  Christian  Life  Commission  elected  a  new  Executive  Director, 
continued  its  fight  against  gambling  and  hunger  and  increased  its  initiatives  on  abortion, 
pornography,  and  other  moral  concerns  related  to  families. 

In  January,  Dr.  N.  Larry  Baker  was  elected  as  the  fourth  Executive  Director  of  the  moral 
concerns  agency.  He  succeeds  Foy  Valentine  who  stepped  down  from  the  top  post  because  of 
health  problems  and  assumed  a  new  position  as  Executive  Director  for  Development.  Baker, 
former  Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  at  Midwestern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  took  the  reins  of  the  Commission  on  March  15.  He  was  formally 
installed  a  week  later  during  the  Commission's  national  seminar  on  "Critical  Issues  Facing 
Today's  Families." 

The  annual  seminar  of  the  Commission  attracted  600  participants  from  throughout  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Nationally  recognized  speakers  addressed  a  wide  range  of 
family  issues  including  teen-age  suicide,  agint*,  AIDS  education,  child  abuse,  and  teaching 
moral  values  in  the  home  and  in  the  church.  A  conference  for  youth  ministers  addressed  the 
theme  "Moral  Problems  and  Youth." 
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The  problem  of  abortion  received  high  priority  as  the  issue  became  a  major  staff  assign- 
ment. The  Commission  sponsored  a  national  consultation  on  alternatives  to  abortion 
designed  to  chart  new  courses  of  action  in  the  fight  against  abortion.  The  Commission  also 
produced  and  distributed  eight  new  abortion-related  resources  designed  to  help  in  the 
observance  of  Sanctity  of  Human  Life  Sunday  and  to  strengthen  ongoing  anti-abortion 
efforts. 

In  summary,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  is  encouraged  and  faces  the  future  with  faith, 
hope,  and  renewed  commitment.

Parents  and  students  are  well-advised  to  consider  one  of  our  Baptist  colleges  in  prepara- 
tion for  higher  education.

Director  of  Missions  Report 

The  Association  is  alive  and  well. 

The  churches  reports  indicate  a  general  advance  in  some  areas.  However,  several  areas  are 
below  last  year  and  are  a  part  of  a  continuing  decline. 

1 .  Baptisms  are  being  reported  at  a  lower  rate.  Still  some  churches  to  report.  Hopefully  these 
will  bring  the  totals  up  to  an  increase. 

2.  Sunday  School  remains  a  difficult  area  of  concern.  Churches  showing  an  increase  in  total 
additions  are  only  reporting  a  20%  to  40%  retention  in  the  Sunday  School  attendance. 

3.  Church  growth.  While  some  churches  are  reporting  increased  additions,  most  of  these  are 
transfers  from  other  Baptist  Churches.  It  is  geat  for  bragging  purposes,  but  is  not  growth 
when  we  only  move  from  church  to  church. 

4.  Income  and  missions.  Both  of  these  are  up.  They  reflect  a  general  increase  in  available 
fund  by  the  membership.  While  mission  gifts  are  up,  the  amount,  as  a  percent  of  church 
income,  continues  to  decline. 

5.  Report  on  Associational  Office  site.  Within  a  week  or  so,  contracts  should  be  signed  to 
bind  a  possible  future  site.  Later  in  this  year,  a  called  meeting  of  the  association  wil  be  held 
and  the  association  will  make  a  decision.  This  may  be  the  last  opportunity  in  the 
foreseeable  future  to  secure  a  suitable  site  in  the  center  of  the  association. 

Surely,  we  will  have  the  foresight  to  move  ahead  while  the  land  is  available.  We  have  the 
resources,  we  have  the  people,  the  question  is  do  we  have  the  vision  and  the  will? 
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6.  Charlotte  Motor  Speedway.  This  year  for  the  first  time  in  7  years,  the  association  was  able 
to  provide  a  ministry  to  the  135  thousand  people  visiting  the  Charlotte  Motor  Speedway. 
The  large  tent  from  the  Evangelism  Department  of  the  State  Convention  was  set  up  in 
parking  lot  across  from  the  Speedway  and  services  were  conducted  in  it.  The  response  was 
good  for  the  first  time,  and  futue  opportunities  are  expected  to  be  even  better. 

7.  Partnership  with  Brazil.  Dr.  Reed  will  bring  us  the  exciting  challenge  later  in  this 
session.  I  am  excited  about  the  possibilities  of  scores  of  our  people  seeing  and  touching  the 
field  for  the  first  time.  It  will  require  vision  and  hard  work,  but  that  is  what  the  Great 
Commission  is  all  about. 

8.  How  pleased  I  am  with  the  ministry  of  the  churches.  These  are  good  times  in  work  in 
God's  vineyard.  It  is  not  a  time  for  the  faint  of  heart  and  the  lukewarm  Christian.  Our 
times,  and  the  lost  world  all  around  us,  challenge  us  to  our  best.  (THANKS)

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in 
Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following 
plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agen- 
cies, their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1 .  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors 
and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  con- 
tinue in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support 
the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  chur- 
ches into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the 
Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  at- 
titude, a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual 
Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Association ,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the 
Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be 
represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denomina- 
tional missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommen- 
dation shall  be  made  to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 


Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is 
given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  ad- 
ditional messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  in- 
clude these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of 
an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and  Parliamentarian,  Vice 
Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  1st  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
(Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the 
session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry 
out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  him- 
self after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Church 
Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Depar- 
ment,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association 
or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  General  Board  at  its  third  quarterly 
meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not  later  than 
September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  theHncumbent  workers  until  election  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  temporarily  by  the  departments  for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  ter- 
of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
annual. 


ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 


The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  departments, 
(Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members 
chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual 
report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall 
have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Con- 
stitution. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Association  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call 
by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Con- 
cil  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the 
General  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  through  the 
following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  com- 
mittee member  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed 
in  the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordi- 
nate or  superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the 
association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested.

(1)  Committee  on  Committees  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  10) 

b.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the 
Annual  Meeting:

(2)  Committee  on  Missions  Development  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  17) 

(3)  Committee  on  Evangelism  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  3) 

(4)  Committee  on  Finance  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  4) 

(5)  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  5) 

(6)  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6) 

(7)  Committee  on  Constitution  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  7) 

(8)  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  8) 

(9)  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  9) 

(10)  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  13) 

(11)  Committee  on  Youth  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  14) 

(12)  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  15) 

(13)  Committee  on  Associational  Office  Building  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  16) 

(14)  Executive  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  2) 

(15)  Committee  on  Personnel  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  18) 

Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve  during  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 

"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirec- 
ly  in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds 
for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  mem- 
ber churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any 
department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon 
the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a 
fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies  of  the  digest 
of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  an- 
nual, records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association; 
disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated 
in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books 
available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in 
the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or 
as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have 
charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  tlie  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  budget 
year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later  than  the  May 
meeting  of  the  General  Board. 
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Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors 
at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the 
sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Missions  Development  Committee  Chairman  as  ex  officio  members,  and 
shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
refered  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall 
study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the 
Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate 
for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  or- 
dination to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of 
ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before 
and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to 
study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems. 


Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and 
present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall 
also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher 
and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and 
direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members. 
This  committee  shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  within  the  Associa- 
tion in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as 
directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  Center  and  shall  assist 
them  in  its  promotion.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Seminary  Extension,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension 
shall  serve  as  the  Director  of  Seminary  Extension  for  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall 
serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities 
for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to 
serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each 
church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  develop  and 
maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions  Development,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  with  the 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex 
officio  members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the 
committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work 
of  the  association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The 
committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministries  Direc- 
tor in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities. 
This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs, 
activities,  and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  em- 
ployed personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association, 
or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction. 

b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  re- 
lating to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee- 
associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 
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(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of 
the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other 
securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under 
the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association 
and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in 
length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

Sunday  School 

Sunday  School  work  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major  challenges  we  face  as 
Southern  Baptists.  This  past  year  was  not  one  of  our  better  years  in  meeting  that 
challenge.  Associational  wide  participation  was  low  for  three  of  the  five  events  spon- 
sored by  our  association.  Three  churches  participated  in  the  Preparation  Week  Clinic 
held  at  North  Kannapolis  Baptist  Church.  Another  three  participated  in  the 
"Challenge  Outreach"  Clinic  sponsored  by  United  Love  Baptist  Church.  Five  chur- 
ches participated  in  the  Sunday  School  Growth  campaign  in  April. 
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The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Vacation  Bible  School  clinic  held  at  Royal  Oaks 
Baptist  Church.  Our  VBS  director,  Stan  Welch,  and  his  team  did  an  outstanding  job 
leading  this  clinic. 

As  ASSISTEAM  Director,  I  am  encouraged  at  the  number  of  churches  par- 
ticipating in  the  Sunday  School  portion  of  the  Key  Leadership  conference  and  at  the 
number  of  churches  sponsoring  individual  training  clinics. 

As  we  close  the  books  on  87-88  and  look  forward  to  88-89,  let  us  keep  in  mind  that 
the  Sunday  School  is  the  organization  that  we  depend  on  to  reach,  teach,  win,  and 
develop  both  new  and  old  Christians  for  Christ.

Joyce  Camp  has  served  as  director  since  its  beginning  and  continued  to  improve 
facilities  and  services  to  clients  through  the  years.  She  will  be  missed. 
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Churches  throughout  the  association  sent  volunteers  to  staff  the  Sharing  House 
during  the  hours  of  9  AM-11:30  AM,  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursdays.  Emergency 
situations  were  handled  at  anytime  by  Joyce  Camp  while  she  was  director. 

Area  churches  have  donated  food,  furniture,  clothing  and  money  to  purchase  food 
from  the  Metrolina  Food  Bank  for  10c  per  pound. 

During  the  year  2406  individuals  were  assisted  or  798  family  units.  Furniture  and 
household  items  were  given  to  burned-out  families  and/or  those  setting  up 
housekeeping.  Emergency  food  boxes  were  given  to  223  families.

Approximate- 
ly 5,500  attended  the  crusade  with  800  making  commitments  during  the  service.  Two 
Youth  Evangelism  Weeks  were  held  at  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly, 
Caswell,  with  1,700  in  attendance.  Five  hundred  seventy  (570)  youth  made  com- 
mitments during  these  weeks. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  in  our  association.  We  have  continued  planning  in  areas 
of  general  evangelism.  A  Lay  Evangelism  School  Teacher  Certification  seminar  is 
planned  for  the  mornings  of  November  1  and  3  from  9:30  AM  until  12  Noon.  Pastors 
and  laypersons  from  our  churches  should  plan  to  have  a  representative  present.  This 
should  then  be  taught  in  the  churches  during  the  spring  of  1989.  This  is  preparation 
for  our  national  simultaneous  revivals  of  1990.

Report  9 

Seminary  Extension 

Almost  half  of  all  Southern  Baptist  pastors  still  do  not  have  seminary  training.  The 
percentage  is  even  higher  for  other  church  staff  members.  Cabarrus  Association 
helped  respond  to  this  need  during  1987-88  by  sponsoring  a  Seminary  Extension 
center.  It  was  one  of  almost  400  such  centers  all  across  the  United  States,  bringing 
basic  theological  studies  within  easy  reach  of  every  Southern  Baptist. 

A  total  of  twelve  persons  enrolled  in  one  or  more  courses  through  the  center  last 
year.  Two  courses  were  offered.  Charles  Stafford  taught  "Church  Growth"  in  the 
fall,  and  Tom  Anderson  taught  "Pastoral  Care"  this  spring.  Classes  met  once  a  week 
in  the  evening  at  Cabarrus  Association  office  for  nine  weeks. 

Members  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Committee  are:     Greg  Hamilton,  Jesse 
Ballew,  Fred  Morris,  Jamep  Lankford,  and  Jim  Summey  serves  as  chairman.  The 
committee  is  responsible  for  the  selection  and  scheduling  of  courses  and  the  enlist- 
ment of  teachers.  Course  materials  are  developed  by  the  Seminary  Extension 
Department,  which  also  establishes  uniform  educational  standards  for  all  the  centers. 

The  Seminary  Extension  Department  is  a  jointly  sponsored  ministry  of  the  six 
Southern  Baptist  seminaries.  The  department  also  makes  its  courses  available  for  cor- 
respondence study.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Perhaps  the  word  which  best  sums  up  the  past  year  at  Baptist  Hospital  is  expan- 
sion -  expansion  of  facilities  and  services. 

New  programs  in  health  care,  initiated  in  recent  months,  include  the  Brenner 
Children's  Hospital,  the  Sticht  Center  on  Aging,  a  new  hand  center,  ligament 
transplants,  new  methods  of  treating  certain  types  of  cancer,  new  procedures  for 
helping  patients  with  heart  problems,  and  the  beginning  of  Air  Care  International. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  total  hospital  revenue  budget  has  been  $181 
million.  Total  personnel  is  over  3,800.  There  were  22,085  patient  admissions  for  a 
total  of  196,554  patient  care  days.  Some  13,680  surgical  procedures  were  performed 
including  1,022  open  heart  operations  and  32  kidney  transplants.  There  were 
282,907  radiological  procedures,  4,401,552  clinical  laboratory  tests,  14,500  chemo- 
therapy treatments,  833  lithotripsy  treatments,  and  480  Air  Care  missions. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  ministry  to:  the  patient  in  the 
hospital;  the  family  and  friends  of  patients;  the  medical  staff  who  minister  to  the  pa- 
tient; the  person  requesting  counseling  in  our  centers  in  Winston-Salem,  Fay- 
etteville,  Morganton,  Charlotte,  Rockingham,  North  Wilkesboro;  the  ministers  who 
seek  our  courses  in  clinical  instruction,  equipping  them  for  specialized  and  pastoral 
ministries. 

Added  to  these  are  the  "Pastors'  Sabbath"  and  "Interim  Church"  pro- 
grams ....  as  Baptist  Hospital  works  closely  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  addressing  the  need  of  pastors  and  churches. 

In  January  Dr.  John  Lynch,  who  had  been  president  of  the  hospital  for  more  than 
17  years,  submitted  his  resignation.  The  trustees  have  appointed  a  search  committee 
which  is  seeking  his  successor.  Mr.  Len  B.  Preslar,  Jr.,  who  for  many  years  has  been 
vice-president  for  Financial  Management,  had  been  named  cheif  executive  officer. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  Baptist  Hospital  received  $659,062  through  the 
Cooperatve  Program  and  $290,585  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering.  The 
trustees,  staff,  and  patients  are  all  extremely  grateful  for  this  financial  support.

Foreign  Mission  Board 

Since  1988  Southern  Baptists  have  given  through  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  $850 
million  for  foreign  missions.  The  offering  in  1987  was  $161,722,000  which  was 
$18,049,000  less  than  in  1986.  Despite  the  decrease  in  funds  there  were: 

Close  to  3  churches  started  per  day  -  1,070  for  the  year  -  for  a  total  of  17,769; 
One  baptism  per  10.5  members  for  a  record  203,824  baptisms  in  Southern 

Baptist  related  churches  overseas; 
3,839  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  working  in  some  112  countries; 
7,618  volunteers  going  overseas  to  reinforce  foreign  mission  work; 
26,072  students  in  theological  training  -  from  seminars  to  extension  programs; 
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Almost  S8  million  sent  to  44  countries  for  hunger  relief  and  disaster  response: 
32  mission  countries  supporting  some  179  foreign  missionaries  and  close  to  750 
home  missionaries  of  their  own. 
The  response  by  Southern  Baptists  to  the  call  for  concerned  prayer  for  foreign  mis- 
sions is  as  important  or  more  important  than  the  monetary  response.  There  is  a 
monthly  "Concerts  for  Prayer",  using  prayer  requests  received  from  a  toll-free 
number  at  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  (1-800-ALL-SEEK).  Also  International  Global 
Missions  Conference  has  requested  24  hours  of  prayer  and  fasting  each  year  from  6 
PM  the  Friday  preceding  Pentecost  Sunday  to  6  PM  Saturday  as  a  "focused  interces- 
sion for  global  evangelization"  between  now  and  A.D.  2000. 

"We  follow  our  Lord  in  the  context  of  the  world  we  know  today.  .  .  We  review  our 
maps  and  seek  to  redraw  them  where  necessary.  Then  we  reach  the  edge  of  our  maps, 
we  wait  for  our  commander's  order.  .  .  For  what  is  'off  the  map'  for  us  may  well  be  in 
the  center  of  the  will  of  our  Lord."

Home  Mission  Board 

According  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  Research  Division  today,  there  are  more 
than  167  million  lost  Americans  who  do  not  have  a  personal  saving  relationship  with 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Each  year  the  number  of  lost  people  increases  about  2  million. 

President  Larry  Lewis,  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  is  convinced  that  the  over- 
whelming need  in  Southern  Baptists'  efforts  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  is  for 
church  starters  who  feel  called  by  God  to  start  new  churches.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  works  in  partnership  with  churches,  associations,  state  conventions  and  other 
agencies  to  jointly  accomplish  what  God  has  called  us  all  to  do. 

In  1987  the  Home  Mission  Board  recommitted  itself  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention Bold  Mission  Thrust  mandate,  of  having  50.000  congregations  by  the  year 
2000.  To  reach  this  goal  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  would  have  to  start  about 
1.500  congregations  annually.  Working  to  accomplish  these  goals  are  469  church 
planters  along  with  3.746  missionaries  along  with  1.089  long  term  volunteers  and 
countless  laypersons. 

During  the  past  decade.  450  language/culture  units  have  been  added  annually. 
Many  of  these  have  developed  into  churches.  We  now  have  6.500  language  congrega- 
tions, an  increase  of  1.400  from  five  years  ago.

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  charged  by  the 
denomination  with  the  responsibility  of  administering  retirement  and  insurance  pro- 
grams to  meet  the  needs  of  ministers,  church  employees,  denominational  and  institu- 
tional employees,  and  seminary  students.  Money  contributed  by  churches,  agencies 
and  individuals  is  held  in  trust  by  the  Annuity  Board  to  provide  these  benefits. 

A  relief  and  supplemental  assistance  program  assists  needy,  disabled  and  retired 
ministers  and  widows  of  ministers.  This  program  is  funded  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  Cooperative  Program  and  by  private  donations  to  the  Annuity  Board's 
Endowment  Department. 

Last  year  was  marked  by  the  most  dramatic  breakthrough  in  church  retirement 
planning  since  the  introduction  of  Plan  A  in  1954.  By  the  end  of  1987,  12,292  chur- 
ches had  adopted  the  expanded  features  of  the  Church  Annuity  Plan  that  took  effect 
January  1,  1988. 

This  new  program  makes  available  to  church  staffs  significant  benefits  such  as 
matching  contributions  from  churches  and  state  conventions,  and  supplemental 
disability  and  survivor  protection. 

The  key  to  this  program  is  that  contributions  to  the  member's  retirement  income 
account  come  from  three  sources:  the  member,  the  member's  church  and  the  state 
convention. 

All  churches  are  encouraged  to  adopt  the  Expended  Church  Annuity  Plan  if  they 
haven't  already  done  so.

Christian  Higher  Education 

During  1987-1988  almost  18,000  students  and  more  than  1,300  faculty  members 
worked  at  the  task  of  making  your  Baptist  colleges  good  colleges.  A  college  cannot  be 
a  church  any  more  than  a  church  can  be  a  college.  Christian  education  of  churc  h  and 
community  leaders  is  the  task  your  colleges  gladly  undertake. 

Baptists  began  them  all,  provide  financial  support,  and  send  their  young  people  to 
them  for  a  good  education  in  a  Christian  environment.  These  colleges,  Gardner- 
Webb,  Wingate,  Meredith,  Campbell,  Mars  Hill,  Chowan,  and  Wake  Forest,  are 
special  places  where  lives  are  changed  and  where  life  commitments  come  into  focus 
for  students. 

Baptist  colleges  are  partners  with  the  churches  in  missions.  Each  year  there  are 
many  Baptist  groups  which  are  hosted  and  cared  for  by  the  seven  Baptist  colleges. 
Some  of  these  who  met  at  one  or  more  of  our  colleges  during  1987-1988  are  these: 
January  Bible  Study  preparation;  summer  ministries  orientation  for 
students  working  with  churches;  youth  ministry  retreats,  youth  choir 
festivals  and  children's  choir  camps;  pastors'  schools;  Christian  studies 
for  pastors  and  their  families;  senior  adult  rallies;  Directors  of  Misisons 
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summer  meeting;  church  weekday  education  workshops;  Special  Olym- 
pics for  the  mentally  retarded;  Church  Training  doctrine  seminars;  pastor 
support  conferences;  church  incorporation  seminars;  WMU- sponsored 
Acteens  meetings;  RA  track  meets;  Pioneer  RA  Congress;  Baptist  Young 
Men's  Congress;  Crusader  RA  Congress;  Baptist  Student  days;  construc- 
tion of  Mars  Hill  College  chapel  by  NC  Baptist  Men  volunteers;  annual 
May  meeting  of  the  General  Board  and  all  committees;  March  meeting  of 
the  General  Board's  Executive  Committee;  and  more. 
The  goal:   Church  related  colleges  and  college  related  churches.

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Report  16 

Public  Affairs 

According  to  a  report  submitted  by  the  Christian  Action  League  of  North 
Carolina,  four  issues  presently  threaten  the  moral  and  ethical  continuity  of  our  state. 
Those  four  issues  are:  (1)  Gambling;  (2)  Drunk  Driving;  (3)  Abortion;  and  (4) 
Topless  Dancers. 

With  respect  to  the  gambling  industry  in  NC,  the  report  stated:  "The  greatest 
push  ever  for  legalized  gambling  stands  on  the  horizon."  The  report  noted  neighbor- 
ing states  like  Virginia,  which  already  has  legalized  a  lottery,  and  Tennessee,  which 
has  legalized  pari-mutuel  gambling  such  as  horse  and  dog  tracks,  as  examples  of  states 
which  have  "approved  gambling  initiatives  due  to  the  silence  of  the  church." 

Another  critical  issue  facing  state  lawmakers  and  the  Christian  community  is  that 
of  drunk  driving.  "In  the  last  session,  several  pieces  of  legislation  that  would  have 
liberalized  the  state's  liquor  laws  were  defeated."  Other  measures  dealing  with 
drunk  driving,  however,  were  "virtually  ignored  or  'sandbagged'  by  political 
maneuvers." 

Abortions  performed  on  minors  without  parental  consent  contiue  to  be  debated  in 
spite  of  the  US  Supreme  Court's  decision  to  uphold  "the  rights  of  the  state  to  require 
parental  consent  before  an  abortion  is  performed  on  a  minor."  Bills  related  to  the 
issue  of  abortions  on  minors  continue  to  "get  channeled  into  hostile  committees 
where  they  die." 

The  report  concluded  by  stating:  The  cause  of  applied  Christanity  calls  for  our 
vigilance  and  commitment."

Report  17 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes 

You  took  the  time,  you  cared.  You  gave  much  when  you  didn't  have  to.  In  behalf 
of  Dr.  Blackwell,  the  children  in  care,  our  staff  and  trustees,  thank  you  for  your 
prayers,  your  caring  and  financial  support.  You  are  special  to  this  child  care 
ministry. 

A  major  thrust  beyond  our  quality  child  care  this  year  was  the  completion  of  our 
Long  Range  Plans.  To  continue  being  bold  in  child  care,  several  challenges  were  ac- 
cepted by  our  staff  and  trustees  from  the  results  of  our  five-year  LRP.  We  plan  to  add 
two  emergency  care  homes  -  another  one  on  the  Kennedy  Home  campus  and  one 
where  the  need  is  greatest.  The  Cameron  Boys  Camp  will  be  expanded  to  care  for  50 
boys.  Two  specialized  small  group  homes  will  be  opened  by  early  1989  -  a  teenage 
mother-baby  home  and  a  behavior  change  program  for  teenage  girls  in  Lenoir. 

Fifty  percent  of  our  children  have  had  little  or  no  spiritual  training  prior  to  their 
being  in  our  care.  We  rejoice  that  79  were  baptized  into  the  family  of  God.  Our 
ministry  is  "Missions  in  Miniature." 
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To  meet  these  challenges  and  continue  the  current  ministry  to  children,  our  budget 
must  move  from  seven  million  dollars  (which  it  has  been  for  five  years)  to  1 1  million 
dollars  by  1992-93.  We  hope  that  by  1993,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  be  giv- 
ing fifty  percent  of  our  daily  operating  budget.  Currently  we  receive  34  percent.  This 
can  be  achieved  by  increasing  church  receipts  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  the 
Homes  and  Hospital  Offering  and  designated  gifts  from  churches  and  individuals. 
The  future  of  child  care  in  North  Carolina  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Baptists  of  our  great 
state.  We  believe  they  will  meet  the  challenge. 

UPDATE  FROM  THE  CHARLOTTE  FAMILY  SERVICES  CENTER: 

We  serve  persons  in  Mecklenburg,  Gaston,  Lincoln,  Cleveland,  Anson,  Cabarrus, 
Union  and  Stanly  counties.  We,  as  an  area  office  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina,  continue  to  strive  for  quality  service  for  all  the  people  who  call  upon 
us. 

The  Emergency  Care  Center,  9741  John  Russell  Road,  is  an  emergency  care  facili- 
ty for  girls  ages  6  to  18  years  of  age.  Girls  are  allowed  to  stay  up  to  60  days  at  this 
facility  while  plans  are  being  made  to  re-enter  the  home  or  plan  for  more  long-term 
care  in  a  residential  setting. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  persons  within  the  churches  who  have 
donated  items  to  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  through  this  past  year.  These  items 
always  help  us  conserve  our  budgeted  monies  and  place  those  monies  for  more  needed 
emergency  situations  that  occur  within  our  day-to-day  operations.

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  American  Bible  Society  continue  in 
partnership  and  made  it  possible  for  millions  of  people  across  the  globe  in  1987  to 
receive  the  Word. 

The  support  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  been  of  key  importance  in  the 
success  of  the  many  projects  undertaken  in  1987  in  the  ongoing  task  of  expanding 
distribution  of  God's  Word,  or  through  innovative  channels  of  Scripture  production 
or  through  new  translations  of  the  Scriptures. 

The  total  number  of  Scripture  distributed  worldwide  during  1987  was 
624,053,932  copies  -  an  increase  of  4.0  percent  over  1986. 

One  of  the  major  highlights  of  1987  was  the  completion  of  the  Amity  Printing 
Press  for  the  People's  Republic  of  China  which  was  an  answer  to  prayers  for  many 
years. 

In  1987  complete  Bibles  were  published  for  the  first  time  in  three  different 
languages.  There  were  also  many  first  ever  Testaments  and  Biblical  books  published. 
Scripture  translation  projects  are  proceeding  in  an  additional  573  languages.

TACMO 

Cabarrus  Associational  Church  Media  Library  Organization  has  been  working  on 
programs  to  carry  out  the  1987-88  theme,  MEDIA  LIBRARIES.  .  .TOUCHING 
LIVES  TO  IMPROVE  LEARNING. 

TACMO  members  studied  various  themes  and  methods  of  promoting  the  church 
media  library.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  using  what  was  on  hand  with  a  touch  of  im- 
agination and  creativity. 

Another  area  of  study  was  using  the  Church  Study  Course  catalog  to  update  the 
local  church  library  inventory.  Members  were  challenged  to  encourage  their  local 
churches  to  sign  up  leaders  and  teachers  in  diploma  plans  and  set  up  church-wide 
study  courses. 

In  April  Carrie  Moore  and  Judy  Furr  attended  an  Advanced  Classification  and 
Cataloging  workshop  at  the  State  Media  Library  conference  at  Caraway. 

Mancil  Ezell,  Director  of  the  Church  Media  Library  Department  in  Nashville, 
reports  "Slightly  over  one-third  of  Southern  Baptists  read  religious  books  other  than 
the  Bible.  Eighteen  percent  of  this  total  read  regularly;  17  percent  read  fairly  fre- 
quently." 

These  readers  tend  to  be  politically  conservative,  more  likely  to  attend  services 
more  than  once  a  week,  likely  to  be  involved  as  a  church  leader,  more  likely  to 
engage  in  a  daily  period  of  personal  worship,  and  open  to  soft-back  books. 

With  the  1988-89  theme  of  TOUCHING  LIVES  TO  ENRICH  WORSHIP,  media 
libraries  will  be  providing  resourses  to  meet  the  needs  of  personal  worship.

Baptist  Retirement  Homes 

The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  has  launched  a  bold  new  program  of  development 
and  ministry  that  includes  the  following: 

1.  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  REGIONAL  CONTINUING  CARE  RETIRE- 
MENT COMxMUNITIES. 

A  five-level  continuing  care  retirement  community  (Brookridge)  is  now  under 
construction  in  Winston-Salem.  Land  for  that  same  prupose  has  been  purchased  in 
South  Charlotte.  Planning  for  the  development  of  similar  communities  has  begun 
in  Asheville  and  in  Eastern  North  Carolina. 

2.  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  A  HOME  HEALTH  CARE  MINISTRY. 

In  1988,  the  homes  received  a  grant  from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Founda- 
tion to  study  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  volunteer-based  Home  Health  Care 
program. 

The  Homes  believes  that  the  ability  to  remain  in  one's  own  home  as  long  as 
possible  can  benefit  Older  Adults  by  enhancing  both  their  quality  of  life  and  their 
lifespan. 

3.  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  FINANCIAL  SUBSIDIES  FOR  RETIRED 
MINISTERS  AND  MINISTERS'  SPOUSES  AND  OTHER  OLDER  ADULTS 
WITH  LIMITED  FINANCIAL  RESOURCES  FOR  RETIREMENT  LIVING. 

The  fastest  growing  segment  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  life  is  the  Older  Adult 
population.  The  needs  for  residential  living  opportunities  on  all  levels  grow  as  the 
population  does. 

Particularly  does  this  seem  to  be  true  for  a  large  number  of  retired  persons  and 
their  spouses.  Because  so  many  ministers  have  lived  in  church-owned  parsonages 
or  have  been  given  housing  allowances,  thereby  never  developing  home  equity,  it 
is  extremely  difficult  for  retiring  pastors  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  retirement  living 
or  residential  care  in  their  later  years.  The  Homes  feels  a  particular  commitment 
to  these  individuals  and  has  responded  as  much  as  the  parameters  of  its  Benevolent 
Care  Program  will  allow. 

As  we  move  into  1989.  opportunities  for  creative  ministry  with  Older  Adults 
abound.  With  the  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes 
will  endeavor  to  turn  those  opportunities  into  reality.

Director  of  Missions  Report 

The  year  1988  has  been  one  of  general  advancement  for  the  churches  of  the  Cabar- 
rus Baptist  Association.  The  association  is  a  reflection  of  the  churches,  as  the  chur- 
ches do  well,  the  association  does  well. 
THE  CHURCHES  AND  EVANGELISM: 

Again  the  rate  of  baptisms  has  slowed  from  former  years.  It  now  requires  almost  40 
of  our  members  to  baptize  one  person  each  year.  This  is  seen  as  a  movement  in  the 
priorities  of  the  churches.  An  axiom  of  church  life  is  that  a  church  spends  its  time  and 
energies  on  its  priorities.  If  the  priorities  do  not  include  baptisms,  then  the  record  for 
baptisms  will  be  low. 

Priorities  for  many  chuches  are: 

1.  Buildings,  building  planning.  This  priority  requires  enormous  outlays  of  energy 
and  resources.  Nothing  else  a  church  does  requires  this  percentage  of  total  effort. 

2.  Numerical  growth.  This  priority  of  membership  growth  by  transfer  becomes  a 
heady  wine.  It  usually  means  going  after  "good"  prospects.  Remember,  another 
church  declined  when  the  transfer  was  made.  This  is  not  really  church  growth. 

3.  Missions.  There  is  little  real  interest  irl  aggressive  mission  support  and  enlist- 
ment. Of  67  pastors,  none  are  moving  toward  appointment.  If  we  are  serious 
about  Bold  Mission  Thrust,  we  must  go  ourselves,  we  should  set  the  example. 
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4.  Baptisms,  new  converts.  Few  churches  spend  much  time  or  resources  on  this 
priority.  Reason  -  only  6  percent  of  new  converts  are  21  and  older.  The  under 
21's  do  not  add  to  the  pool  of  able  new  workers  and  leaders.  These  under  21's  do 
not  add  to  income  of  the  church  to  help  meet  the  budget.  Most  churches  have  a 
hidden  attitude  that  puts  a  premium  on  adult  transfers  that  add  leadership  and 
resources  to  the  church. 
If  Cabarrus  Baptists  are  to  turn  around  the  trend  of  decline  in  baptisms,  it  will  re- 
quire a  reordering  of  priorities.  In  so  doing,  we  can  be  true  missionary  Baptists. 
THE  ASSOCIATION  AT  WORK: 

The  good  news  is  that  there  is  a  spirit  of  excitement  among  our  churches.  That 
spirit  has  flowed  to  the  association  itself.  Plans  for  the  new  building  are  now  ap- 
proved. Building  will  begin  before  Christmas. 

After  months  of  hard  work,  your  committee  on  building  is  now  moving  to  actual 
construction.  Only  obtaining  of  permits  remain  before  construction  will  begin.  We 
will  gather  Sunday  afternoon,  November  13,  1988,  at  3  PM  for  the  groundbreaking. 
This  has  been  a  long  journey,  and  now  there  is  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.  The 
building  will  be  a  tribute  to  all  of  those  who  never  left  the  dream;  they  who  kept  the 
faith.  I  hope  you  will  plan  to  be  present. 

In  the  spring  of  next  year,  the  association  churches  will  share  in  an  area-wide 
evangelistic  campaign  with  Bailey  Smith.  Much  work  needs  to  be  done  to  prepare 
our  people  and  the  general  area  for  the  crusade.  Church  leadership  will  be  contacted 
and  enlisted  to  lead  the  work  of  this  area-wide  crusade. 

An  old  question  asked  of  an  aging  man:  How  old  are  you  if  you  do  not  know  how 
old  you  are? 

To  the  churches:  How  effective  is  your  ministry  if  you  had  not  already  made  up 
you  mind  about  how  effective  you  are? 

Or  another  way:  In  light  of  the  Great  Commission's  demand,  how  effective  is  my 
church?

The  quarterly  General  Board,  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  met  at  the 
following  times  and  churches: 

November  30,  1987  -  Coldwater  Baptist  Church 

February  29,  1988  -  Jackson  Park  Baptist  Church 

May  31,  1988  -  Immanuel  Baptist  Church 
The  August  29,  1988,  meeting  was  cancelled  in  lieu  of  a  special  called  meeting  of  the 
association. 

There  was  an  average  of  thirty-one  churches  represented  at  these  meetings. 
The  purpose  of  these  quarterly  meetings,  is  to  hear  reports  from  various  commit- 
tees and  organizations  of  the  association  concerning  their  work  and  to  challenge  the 
member  churches  to  be  involved  in  all  the  ministries  and  programs  offered  in  order  to 
build  stronger  churches.  The  General  Board  also  handles  business  matters  for  the 
association  between  the  Annual  Meetings. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Association  because  of  the  progress  made  on  our 
new  associational  office  building.  The  Committee  on  Committees  recommended  an 
18  member  building  committee  at  the  February  29,  1988,  General  Board  meeting. 
There  were  three  called  meetings  of  the  association  during  this  year: 

1.  December  7,  1987  -  McGill  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  The  new  site  committee 
recommended  the  purchase  of  land  in  LePhillip  Park  on  Branchview  Drive  for 
the  price  of  $100,000.  This  motion  was  passed  by  an  overwhelming  majority  of 
the  254  messengers  present. 
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2.  August  29,  1988  -  McGill  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting 
was  twofold:  (a)  A  recommendation  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  sell  the 
Associational  Van  to  the  highest  bidder,  (b)  The  recommendation  by  the 
Building  Committee  to  approve  the  building  plans  for  the  new  office.  Both  mo- 
tions were  approved  by  the  messengers  present. 

3.  October  10,  1988  -  McGill  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  This  meeting  was  called  to 
consider  the  contractor  and  cost  of  the  new  Association  Office.  The  recommen- 
dation was  that  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  act  as  its  own  building  con- 
tractor and  construct  the  building  for  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed  $311,000.  A  fur- 
ther recommendation  was  that  the  Trustees  be  authorized  to  execute  a  pro- 
missory note,  deed  of  trust,  and  other  legal  documents  necessary  to  borrow  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $250,000  as  a  construction  loan;  and  after  construction  to  ex- 
ecute another  promissory  note,  deed  of  trust  and  legal  documents  for  long  term 
financing. 

By  a  standing  vote,  those  present  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

The  churches  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  are  encouraged  to  continue  their 
support  of  the  Association  and  join  together  with  our  Director  of  Missions,  Dr. 
Russell  Willis,  to  expand  the  ministry  of  this  association  to  meet  all  the  mission  needs 
of  our  area.

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in 
Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following 
plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agen- 
cies, their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors 
and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  con- 
tinue in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support 
the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  chur- 
ches into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the 
Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  at- 
titude, a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual 
Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the 
Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be 
represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denomina- 
tional missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommen- 
dation shall  be  made  to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 


ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 


Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is 
given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  ad- 
ditional messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  in- 
clude these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of 
an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and  Parliamentarian,  Vice 
Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  1st  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
(Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the 
session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry 
out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  him- 
self after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Church 
Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Depar- 
ment,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association 
or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  General  Board  at  its  third  quarterly 
meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not  later  than 
September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  incumbent  workers  until  election  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  temporarily  by  the  departments  for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  ter- 
of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  'shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
annual. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 


The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  departments,  (Article 
VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members  chosen  by 
each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report  and  chair- 
men of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to 
act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  Board  to  meet  in  January,  April,  and  July  and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the 
association  at  its  annual  meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Con- 
cil  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the 
General  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  —  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  through  the 
following  Annual  Meeting,  members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  Except  those  commit- 
tee members  serving  a  term  of  1  year  or  less,  no  committee  member  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the 
committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  The 
Committee  on  Committees  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  listed  in  the  constitution  ex- 
cept for  short  term  special  committees.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  an- 
nual together  with  their  terms  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordinate  of 
superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the  association  as 
regularly  scheduled  or  requested. 

a.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting: 

(1)  Committee  on  Committees  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  10) 

b.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the 
Annual  Meeting: 

(1)  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  1) 

(2)  Committee  on  Missions  Development  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  17) 

(3)  Committee  on  Evangelism  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  3) 

(4)  Committee  on  Finance  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  4) 

(5)  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  5) 

(6)  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6) 

(7)  Committee  on  Constitution  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  7) 

(8)  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  8) 

(9)  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  9) 

(10)  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  13) 

(11)  Committee  on  Youth  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  14) 

(12)  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  15) 

(13)  Committee  on  Associational  Office  Building  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  16) 

(14)  Executive  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  2) 

(15)  Committee  on  Personnel  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  18) 

Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve  during  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 


"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirec- 
ly  in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds 
for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  mem- 
ber churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any 
department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon 
the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a 
fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies  of  the  digest 
of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  an- 
nual, records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association; 
disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated 
in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books 
available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in 
the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or 
as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have 
charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  budget 
year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later  than  the  May 
meeting  of  the  General  Board. 
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Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors 
at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the 
sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Missions  Development  Committee  Chairman  as  ex  officio  members,  and 
shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
refered  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall 
study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the 
Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate 
for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  or- 
dination to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of 
ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before 
and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to 
study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems. 


Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and 
present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall 
name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  listed  in  the  constitution  execpt  for  short  term  special  commit- 
tees. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher 
and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and 
direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members. 
This  committee  shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  within  the  Associa- 
tion in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as 
directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  Center  and  shall  assist 
them  in  its  promotion.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Seminary  Extension,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension 
shall  serve  as  the  Director  of  Seminary  Extension  for  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall 
serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities 
for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to 
serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each 
church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  develop  and 
maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions  Development,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  with  the 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex 
officio  members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the 
committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work 
of  the  association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The 
committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministries  Direc- 
tor in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities. 
This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs, 
activities,  and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  em- 
ployed personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association, 
or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction. 

b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  re- 
lating to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee- 
associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 
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(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of 
the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other 
securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under 
the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association 
and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in 
length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 


Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

11.  The  clerk  announced  185  messengers  and  16  visitors  were  counted  present  and 
she  made  the  motion  that  these  185  messengers  and  others  who  would  be  enrolled 
should  constitute  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  in  its  54th  Annual  Session  for 
business.  Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

12.  The  Moderator  opened  the  floor  for  any  miscellaneous  business.  Wayne

Report  2 

Brotherhood 

The  Brotherhood  Commission  continues  to  feel  the  effects  of  its  1987  program 
changes  that  produced  a  comprehensive  missions  education  package  aimed  at  helping 
churches  involve  men  and  boys  in  missions. 

Located  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  the  Brotherhood  Commission  is  pioneering 
several  new  aspects  of  missions  education.  In  May  the  first  RA  University,  an  in- 
depth  national  training  event  for  Royal  Ambassador  counselors,  directors,  and  com- 
mitteemen, was  held  at  Rhodes  College  in  Memphis.  More  than  300  people  from 
across  the  country  attended. 

The  second  annual  High  School  Baptist  Young  Men's  Rallies  were  held  in  Gatlin- 
burg,  Tennessee  and  Arlington,  Texas,  with  more  than  500  attending.  High  School 
Baptist  Young  Men  were  also  represented  on  the  second  National  Baptist  Men's 
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Overseas  Work  Project  in  Chile  during  Christmas  break.  Seven  Baptist  Young  Men 
from  the  United  States  and  Canada  participated. 

Baptist  Men  served  more  than  95,000  meals  in  Mexico  following  Hurricane 
Gilbert's  destruction.  In  Jamaica,  Baptist  Men  worked  jointly  with  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  to  rebuild  churches.  More  than  700  volunteers  participated  in  this  nine- 
month  project. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  effect  of  the  Brotherhood  Commission  felt  by  the  churches  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  again  been  the  regular  activities  of  Baptist  Men 
and  Royal  Ambassadors.  Through  church  and  associational  Brotherhoods  men  and 
boys  have  been  involved  in  missions  by  actually  doing  missions  activities,  learning 
about  missions,  praying  and  giving  to  missions,  and  developing  their  own  personal 
ministries.  These  actions  have  helped  churches  maintain  integrity  as  God's  people  for 
God's  world  and  have  helped  believing  men  grow  in  relationship  to  Christ.

Julie  Ward  (Mrs.  Mike),  Girls  in  Action  Director;  Joyce  Doby  (Mrs.  Sidney),  Mis- 
sion Friends  Director;  Pam  West  (Mrs.  Chip),  Assistant;  Lynn  Gillespie  (Mrs.  Jim), 
Enlistment/Enlargement  Director;  and  Dot  Willis  (Mrs.  Russell),  Secretary.  The 
council  meets  quarterly  on  a  regular  basis  and  more  frequently  as  needed. 

The  following  activities  and  emphases  were  highlights  of  the  1988-89  year: 

LEADER  TRAINING 

WMU  believes  in  the  importance  of  training  its  leadership  and  equates  proper 
training  to  quality  missions  education  in  our  churches. 

Training  was  provided  for  WMU  Directors  at  the  Key  Leadership  Conference 
where  the  year  was  previewed  and  advance  planning  begun.  Sixteen  attended. 

An  in-depth  manual  study  was  the  focus  of  the  Annual  Leadership  Workshop  for 
all  age-level  directors  and  leaders.  Those  attending  were  trained  to  work  with  their 
churches  in  planning  and  conducting  missions-centered  activities  and  meetings. 

Further  training  was  held  for  all  Baptist  Women  Officers  including  Presidents, 
Secretaries,  Mission  Study  Chairmen,  Mission  Support  Chairmen,  and  all  age  group 
leaders.  A  workshop  was  also  held  for  WMU  Mission  Action/Personal  Witnessing 
Chairmen.  Thirty  attended.

An  enlistment/enlargement  clinic  was  conducted  for  all  age-level  leaders  interested 
in  improving  their  skills  in  reaching  and  enlisting  the  women,  girls  and  preschoolers 
of  their  churches.  A  special  enlistment/enlargement  ministry  team  was  also  commis- 
sioned at  this  time  to  assist  individual  churches  in  their  efforts. 

Other  assistance  and  individualized  training  was  given  throughout  the  year  by  the 
WMU  Council. 

ACTIVITIES  AND  EVENTS 

The  first  Monday  in  November  each  year  is  set  aside  as  the  Baptist  Women's 
World  Day  of  Prayer.  Sponsored  by  the  Women's  Department  of  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance,  Baptist  women  from  all  nations  and  all  races  join  their  hearts  in  concerted 
prayer  that  all  men  everywhere  will  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  and  respond  to 
God's  love  through  Jesus  Christ. 

Baptist  Women  gathered  once  again  for  a  prayer  experience  in  March  at  their 
spring  prayer  retreat.  Twenty  attended. 

A  highlight  for  many  on  the  WMU  Council  is  the  state  WMU  Annual  Meeting.  It 
was  held  this  year  at  the  Cumberland  County  Auditorium  in  Fayetteville. 

Equally  as  inspirational  as  the  state  meeting  was  our  own  Annual  Meeting  here  in 
Cabarrus  Association.  The  program  for  the  banquet  meeting  focused  on  Brazil  to  em- 
phasize our  partnership  with  Sao  Paulo.  Guest  speakers  for  the  evening  were  retired 
missionaries  to  Brazil,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James  P.  Kirk.  The  Baptist  Men  joined  with 
WMU  on  this  occasion  and  total  attendance  was  200. 

A  steadily  growing  and  popular  event  for  Girls  in  Action  is  their  annual  sleepover. 
The  two  hundred  girls  present  enjoyed  making  friends  from  other  churches  as  they 
shared  giggles,  pizza,  a  talent  show,  and  more  giggles. 

Many  Baptist  Young  Women  are  young  mothers  or  are  career  women  or  both  and 
have  little  time  for  physical  or  spiritual  fitness.  A  seminar  addressing  today's  issues 
and  insights  on  juggling  the  responsibilities  was  conducted  in  April  by  Mrs.  Shelia 
Black  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association.  Older  Mission  Friends  were  also  invited  to 
enjoy  the  fun  and  activities  of  day  camp. 

Once  every  four  years  Acteens  have  the  special  opportunity  to  have  their  own  Na- 
tional Acteens  Convention.  1989  was  the  year  and  the  place  was  San  Antonio,  Texas. 
Acteens  from  Sharon,  Phaniels,  and  Glorieta  churches  were  among  the  750  attending 
from  North  Carolina. 

MINISTRIES 

Mission  action  and  personal  witnessing  are  vital  to  reaching  the  unchurched  with 
the  gospel  message.  In  addition  to  training,  WMU  encourages  churches  to  engage  in 
mission  action  and  personal  witnessing  projects.  One  of  the  three  associational  pro- 
jects includes  the  continued  support  of  the  Baptist  Sharing  House  with  volunteer  ser- 
vice, foodstuffs,  clothing  and  household  items.  Christian  literature,  and  Bibles.  Op- 
portunities for  personal  witness  are  given.  Our  association's  WMU  also  participates 
in  a  state  project  each  year  for  the  North  Carolina  Correctional  Center  for  Women  by 
providing  various  items  to  be  placed  in  individual  Christmas  gift  boxes.  Assistance  is 
also  given  twice  a  year  with  the  racetrack  ministry  at  the  Charlotte  Motor  Speedway. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  committed  to  the  task  of  providing  quality  missions 
education  and  to  strengthening  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  Association  through  its  pro- 
grams and  emphases,  and  seeks  to  support  its  endeavors  in  every  way  possible.

Association  Youth  Committee 

The  Youth  Committee  was  alive  and  kicking  this  past  year  with  several  social  and 
spiritual  opportunities  for  the  youth  and  youth  leaders  of  our  association. 

January  gave  us  an  incredible  beginning  with  an  all  day  workshop.  The  "Rela- 
tionship Rap"  was  a  day  full  of  excitement  and  spiritual  growth,  as  the  youth  were 
challenged  to  examine  all  areas  of  their  relationships:  friendships,  parental  relation- 
ships, and  dating  relationships.  Christian  counselor,  Bill  Edwards,  served  as  our 
leader  for  the  day.  We  reached  70  youth  from  12  churches  for  this  event.  Calvary 
Baptist  served  as  our  host  for  the  day. 

Our  Baptist  Youth  Night  in  March  began  with  a  pizza  blast,  followed  by  a  celebra- 
tion of  Jesus  through  the  talent  of  Mark  McMasters,  Mime.  Mark  creatively  called 
the  youth  to  a  commitment  in  their  relationship  with  Jesus  Christ.  Pitts  Baptist 
hosted  this  event,  which  reached  145  youth  and  18  youth  leaders. 

The  "Swap  Shop"  for  youth  leaders  was  certainly  helpful  to  those  six  in  atten- 
dance. Youth  Ministry  can  breed  quick  burn-out;  consequently,  a  support  group 
becomes  quite  a  necessity.  This  was  a  prime  opportunity  to  share  frustrations  and 
creative  ideas.  I  hope  that  this  upcoming  year  will  bring  added  interest  in  Youth 
Ministry  Training.  Key  Leadership  was  also  a  time  of  training  for  our  youth  leader- 
ship from  the  association.  We  had  18  youth  leaders  in  attendance  this  year. 

Our  annual  Associational  Swim  Night  was  held  on  June  26  at  the  Kannapolis 
Recreation  Park.  The  Christian  musical  group  "Sirinder,"  presented  a  30  minute 
concert  followed  by  more  swim  time.  This  event  reached  175  youth  representing  17 
churches. 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Christian  Cinema  presented  "Love  Note"  as  our  final  event 
for  the  year.  This  Christian  movie  was  followed  by  a  rap  session  and  refreshments. 
Despite  the  huricane  on  Friday,  40  youth  and  adults  attended  the  showing  on  Satur- 
day, September  23. 

I  would  like  to  encourage  all  youth  leaders  to  stay  updated  on  events  and  keep  the 
youth  of  our  association  excited  about  Youth  Ministry  on  the  associational  level.

Report  7 

Baptist  Sharing  House 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  is  our  crisis  ministry  to  families  with  immediate  needs. 
It  is  currently  open  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday  from  9  A.M.  to  11:30  A.M. 
Emergency  situations  are  handled  at  anytime  by  the  director. 

During  the  year  from  October  1988  to  September  1989,  2,974  individuals  were 
assisted  or  769  family  units.  Emergency  food  boxes  were  given  to  607  families.  Also, 
assistance  was  given  to  89  individuals  in  the  »recent  hurricane  crisis.  Assistance  was 
given  to  17  burned-out  victims.  At  Christmas,  toys  were  provided  to  26  family  units. 

Approximately  300  Bibles  have  been  given  out  since  January.  A  total  of  271  non- 
Christians  were  given  assistance,  as  well  as  witnessed  to  by  our  volunteers.  One  in- 
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dividual  accepted  Jesus  Christ  at  the  Sharing  House.  Sunday  School  material  for 
children  was  supplied  to  a  black  church  on  a  regular  basis.  At  Easter,  baskets  were 
given  out  with  the  plan  of  salvation  included  with  candy,  Bibles  and  personal  items. 
Household  items,  such  as  beds,  furniture,  and  appliances  were  given  to  129  persons. 

The  churches  have  provided  Bibles,  fans  for  senior  citizens,  food,  furniture,  ap- 
pliances, clothing,  and  money  to  purchase  food.  A  few  churches  made  us  their  mis- 
sion for  Vacation  Bible  School,  GA  projects,  youth  revivals  and  World  Hunger  Day. 
The  food  we  buy  is  purchased  at  the  Metrolina  Food  Bank  for  10<:  per  pound. 

Toys,  pencils,  and  paper  were  provided  by  the  churches  for  children.  Socks  and 
underwear  were  supplied,  and  several  churches  gave  baby  showers  to  provide  infant 
supplies.  Personal  need  bags,  such  as  toothpaste,  soap,  deodorant,  etc.  were  provided 
to  give  to  people  who  live  on  the  street,  as  well  as  others  in  need. 

Volunteers  were  sent  to  staff  the  Sharing  House  during  the  year.  Several  pastors 
provided  couseling  to  the  people  who  came.  One  church  supplied  coffee  and  food  dur- 
ing the  recent  hurricane  for  the  clients  who  came  for  assistance.  Several  churches  sent 
Acteens,  GAs,  RAs  and  Brotherhood  to  help  us. 

Volunteers  provided  assistance  at  night  in  preparing  the  Sharing  House  for  the 
winter  and  summer.  Several  churches  have  followed-up  with  families  that  were  refer- 
red to  them  by  the  Sharing  House.  This  is  also  a  ministry  that  churches  can  use  to 
help  families  within  their  church  and  in  their  neighborhood. 

Our  ministry  at  the  Sharing  House  is  to  meet  the  personal  needs,  as  well  as  the 
spiritual  needs  of  clients.  The  most  important  thing  that  we  offer  is  the  love  of  God. 
Please  pray  for  the  work  at  your  Baptist  Sharing  House.

Report  8 

Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  met  monthly  for  its  scheduled  meetings  at  the  Associa- 
tional  Office.  Each  meeting  began  with  a  sandwich  lunch. 

Much  of  the  work  of  our  committee  this  year  dealt  with  the  sale  of  properties  and 
disposal  of  furnishings  for  the  old  building. 

Bids  were  taken  for  the  sale  of  the  associational  van.  Carrol  Taylor  submitted  the 
successful  bid  of  $3,205  and  noted  it  would  be  passed  on  to  the  Philadelphia  Baptist 
Church  in  Union  County. 

The  Association  received  $1,200.00  from  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  purchase 
food  for  the  Baptist  Sharing  House. 

Groundbreaking  for  the  new  associational  office  was  held  on  November  13,  1989. 
Pleas  Carter  was  employed  to  do  the  appraisal  on  current  property  to  be  sold.  Ap- 
praisals came  in  at  $86,000  for  the  office  building  and  $48,000  for  the  adjoining 
house  and  lot. 

Purchase  of  the  adjoining  house  and  lot  was  first  offered  to  the  renter.  There  was 
no  interest  so  Ralph  Hartsell  was  asked  to  handle  the  transaction  of  both  properties 
on  behalf  of  the  association.  The  property  was  sold  to  Thomas  Moore  for  $46,500. 

Much  thought  was  given  to  what  to  do  with  the  campground  property.  There  had 
been  very  little  use  of  the  property  by  the  churches;  only  three  uses  duing  the  past 
year.  A  motion  was  made  to  recommend  to  the  Campground  Committee  that  a  com- 


bined  recommendation  from  them  and  the  Executive  Commitee  be  made  to  the 
General  Board  that  the  Campground  be  sold  for  what  we  have  in  it  with  im- 
provements -  approximately  $55,000  to  $60,000.  The  property  was  sold  to  John  D. 
Barriner  for  $67,000.  The  tractor  and  implements  from  the  campground  were  sold 
for  $3,000. 

Three  thousand  dollars  had  been  budgeted  for  partnership  projects  overseas.  Six 
teams  are  needed  to  go  to  Brazil  in  November.  Each  team  member  from  our  associa- 
tion will  receive  $100.00  toward  the  cost  of  their  trip.  Coy  Coley  was  given  $100.00 
for  his  trip  to  Jamaica. 

The  Constitution  Committee  was  requested  to  look  at  a  change  in  the  times  for 
General  Board  meetings  to  help  facilitate  getting  leadership  elected  in  time  to  attend 
Key  Leadership  meetings  and  avoid  the  Memorial  Day  weekend.  The  November 
meeting  would  be  canceled. 

Volunteers  helped  move  to  the  new  Baptist  Building  on  September  16,  1989. 
Dedication  is  planned  for  November  26,  1989  at  3  P.M. 

A  contract  is  pending  on  the  sale  of  the  old  associational  office  for  $80,900.00.

Seminary  Extension 

Our  Seminary  Extension  course  for  the  fall  of  1988  got  off  to  a  late  start.  The  class 
convened  with  five  students  under  the  teaching  of  Dr.  Charles  Howell  of  Pitts  Baptist 
Church.  Last  fall's  course  was  an  introductory  course  entitled,  "How  to  Understand 
the  Bible."

In  order  for 
you  to  teach  seminary  extension  you  must  have  a  Master  of  Divinity  degree  or  above 
from  an  ATS  (Association  of  Theological  Schools)  accredited  Seminary  or  Divinity 
school.  This  is  the  requirement  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  SBC. 

The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  requests  that  pastors  of  this  association  who 
meet  the  above  qualifications  and  who  wish  to  teach  a  course  please  contact  a  member 
of  Seminary  Extension  Committee. 

It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  truly  revitalize  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association 
Seminary  Extension  Program.  This  is  a  needed  and  vital  part  of  our  work  in  the  ef- 
forts to  disciple  people  in  the  service  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.  Your  in- 
terest will  help  make  Seminary  Extension  a  growing  part  of  the  Association's  efforts 
to  prepare  people  for  ministry.  Our  Lord's  Great  Commission  also  included  the  com- 
mand to  "teach  people  to  observe  all  things"  that  Christ  commanded.

Report  13 

General  Board 

The  General  Board  met  for  its  scheduled  quarterly  meetings  on  November  29, 
1988,  at  West  Concord,  February  27  at  Blackwelder  Park,  May  30  at  First  Baptist, 
Concord,  and  August  29  at  First  Baptist,  Kannapolis,  with  an  average  of  31  churches 
represented.  Each  of  these  meetings  began  with  a  fellowship  meal  for  those  who 
wanted  to  participate  and  was  followed  by  the  formal  business  session  in  the  Sanc- 
tuary of  each  host  church. 

The  purpose  of  the  General  Board  is  to  receive  reports  of  the  activities  and  work  of 
the  various  committees  and  organizations  of  the  Association  as  well  as  a  report  from 
our  Director  of  Missions,  and  to  act  on  any  business  matters  that  need  to  be  handled 
between  the  Annual  Meetings. 

The  November  meeting  consisted  of  a  welcome  to  new  General  Board  Members 
and  Staff  of  Churches,  reports  from  the  different  committees  with  the  main  items  be- 
ing the  sale  of  the  Associational  van  for  the  highest  bid  of  $3,205.00,  and  the  an- 
nouncement by  Gene  Burke  that  the  Bailey  Smith  Crusade  had  been  cancelled  by 
their  organization. 

The  February  meeting  of  Blackwelder  Park  included  the  regular  reports  plus 
several  items  of  business:  (1)  That  the  Association  not  purchase  another  van  and  that 
the  money  from  the  sale  of  the  van  was  to  go  toward  purchase  of  new  equipment  and 
furnishings  for  the  new  Baptist  Building.  (2)  That  the  Association  Campground  be 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder  after  60  days  on  the  market,  a  bid  of  $65,000.00  has 
already  been  received.  The  Executive  Committee  was  to  move  ahead  with  the  sale 
after  the  60  days.  (3)  The  sale  of  the  house  next  door  to  the  Association  office  was  ap- 
proved for  $46,900.00. 

The  General  Board  meeting  in  May  heard  reports  and  handled  the  following  items 
of  business:  approved  the  sale  of  the  campground  for  a  net  of  $67,000.00;  the  tractor 
and  equipment  was  to  be  sold  by  the  Executive  Committee;  and  a  report  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Committees  was  referred  back  to  the  committee  to  be  studied  and  brought 
back  to  the  General  Board.

The  rising  worldwide  demand  for  the  Holy  Scriptures  is  dramatically  revealed  in 
the  number  of  Bibles,  Testaments,  scripture  portions  and  selections  distributed  by 
the  United  Bible  Societies  around  the  globe  in  1988  -  a  remarkable  692,754,925 
copies.  This  means  that  in  1988,  the  Bible  Societies  were  called  on  for  11  percent 
more  scripture  volumes  than  in  1987.  This  underlines  the  great  fact  in  worldwide 
distribution  -  the  ever  increasing  cooperation  between  the  churches  of  all  lands  and 
the  Bible  Society. 

The  other  great  factor  in  world  mission  today  is  the  shift  of  Christianity's  center  of 
gravity  from  the  northern  part  of  the  globe  to  its  southern  regions,  from  the  First  to 
the  Third  World. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  currently  present  in  more  than  180  lands  and  in 
over  550  languages,  is  therefore  acutely  aware  of  the  global  nature  of  the  church's 
mission.

Annuity  Board 

The  Annuity  Board  continues  to  blaze  trails  in  its  effort  to  "serve  those  who  serve 
the  Lord."  The  effort  put  into  planning  and  promoting  the  Expanded  Church  An- 
nuity Plan  continues  to  bear  amazing  results  which  will  multiply  many  fold  down 
through  the  years. 

A  new  and  vastly  improved  insurance  program  is  being  offered  under  the  name 
ChurchLife.  There  will  be  four  plans  from  which  to  choose.  In  addition  to  other  im- 
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provements  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amounts  of  insurance  that  can  be  car- 
ried out  in  retirement. 

Efforts  continue  to  be  made  which  will  help  churches  and  ministers  have  a  plan  for 
retirement.  Each  church  is  encouraged  to  be  a  responsible  employer  and  to  make 
every  effort  to  see  that  ministers  participate  by  providing  its  contriubtion  to  the  plan 
for  those  who  serve  the  Lord  in  that  church.  It  should  be  a  condition  of  calling,  both 
for  the  church  and  the  minister,  that  the  minister  be  covered.  It  is  protection  -  both 
for  the  church  and  the  minister. 

This  is  what  is  happening  in  North  Carolina: 

•  There  are  now  2,162  North  Carolina  churches  and  associations 
contributing  to  retirement  plans. 

•  North  Carolina  has  1,892  signed  Cooperative  Agreements!  More 
than  any  other  state! 

•  The  average  annuitant  in  North  Carolina  receives  $249.96  per 
month,  up  from  $234.00  per  month  last  year. 

•  North  Carolina  has  3,406  members  making  contributions  to  An- 
nuity Board  retirement  plans. 

•  There  are  1,764  annuitants  receiving  benefits  each  month  in 
North  Carolina  -  $440,929.89  each  month! 

It  is  exciting  to  think  about  what  has  been  done  to  help  ministers  retire  with  digni- 
ty. Strong  efforts  have  been  made  to  make  all  of  our  churches  (and  ministers)  aware 
of  the  opportunities  and  the  need  to  act  on  them.

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina 

Like  salmon,  Baptist  Children's  Homes  this  year  struggled  upstream  to  get  ahead 
of  the  problems  that  plague  America's  children  and  families. 

While  maintaining  group  care  services  in  place  since  1885,  BCH  also  inaugurated 
two  innovative  services  in  Care  House,  the  first  home  for  teenage  mothers  and  their 
babies  we  know  of  anywhere  and  the  Philpott  Parent  Aide  Program. 

The  Noel  Home,  like  Moody  Home  in  Franklin,  cares  for  girls  whose  difficult 
behavior  prohibits  them  from  living  at  home  or  in  traditional  group  care  settings. 

On  June  21  BCH  dedicated  the  Philpott  Parent  Aide  Program  in  Davidson  Coun- 
ty. Trained  volunteers  will  establish  relationships  with  homes  labeled  "at  risk"  for 
child  abuse.  The  volunteer  will  be  counselor  and  friend,  critic  and  confidant  to  help 
families  spot  and  correct  areas  that  lead  to  child  abuse  or  neglect. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  continues  to  garner  popular  support  with  North 
Carolina  Baptists  who  contributed  $1.52  million  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
last  year.  In  the  1988-89  fiscal  year,  more  than  $1  million  has  been  received  in  be- 
quests. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  this  year  declined  to  adopt  a  report  of  a  special  study  committee  that 
would  have  drastically  reduced  BCH's  share  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  com- 
mittee recommended,  and  the  General  Board  supported,  a  return  of  individual 
special  offerings  to  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  and  Baptist 
Hospital.  All  three  social  services  agencies  support  such  a  move,  which  would 
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eliminate  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering  they  share.  The  state  convention  will 
vote  on  that  proposal  in  November. 

All  campuses  and  facilities  welcome  involvement  by  local  churches,  RAs,  GAs, 
WMUs  and  Sunday  School  departments.  Baptist  support  is  strong  for  children  and 
families  and  we  pray  it  will  continue  to  strengthen  as  needs  grow  every  day.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  Report 

The  past  year  at  Baptist  Hospital  has  been  characterized  by  growth  in  facilities 
and  personnel,  advancement  in  medical  technology  and  continuation  of  the  spirit  of 
personal  concern  which  springs  from  the  hospital's  Christian  heritage  and  its 
denominational  tie. 

In  recent  months  the  hospital's  Level  One  Trauma  Center  has  seen  further 
development  of  its  critical  care  transportation  system  by  adding  to  the  helicopter  am- 
bulance service  its  own  neonatal  ambulance  for  critically  ill  infants.  The  CommView 
Computer  System,  developed  jointly  by  the  Department  of  Radiology  and  AT&T, 
digitizes  images,  stores  large  volumes  of  data  and  transmits  the  images  via  fiberoptic 
cable  throughout  the  Medical  Center  and  via  satellite  to  other  hospitals  without  any 
x-ray  film.  A  technique  called  Mohs  Micrographic  Surgery  allows  the  removal  of  skin 
cancer  with  minimal  damage  to  normal  skin. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  ministries  to:  the  patient  in  the 
hospital;  the  family  and  friends  of  patients;  the  medical  staff  who  minister  to  the  pa- 
tient; the  person  requesting  counseling  in  our  centers  in  Winston-Salem,  Fay- 
etteville,  Morganton,  Charlotte,  Rockingham,  North  Wilkesboro;  and  the  ministers 
who  seek  our  courses  in  clinical  instruction,  equipping  them  for  specialized  and 
pastoral  ministries. 

Added  to  these  are  our  "Pastors'  Sabbath"  and  "Interim  Church"  programs,  as 
they  work  closely  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  addressing  the 
needs  of  pastors  and  churches. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  Baptist  Hospital  received  $668,937.39  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  $303,133.07  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering, 
including  church  gifts  directly  to  the  hospital.  The  hospital  staff  and  patients  are 
grateful  for  the  services  made  possible  by  these  gifts.

Baptist  Retirement  Homes 

This  marks  the  38th  year  of  ministry  by  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  to  the  Bap- 
tist Older  Adults  of  this  state. 

Charged  in  1951  with  the  mission  of  providing  residential  care  for  "Aged  Saints," 
the  Homes  provide  care  for  older  adults  in  five  locations  across  the  state  (Albemarle, 
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Ashevillc,  Hamilton,  Winston-Salem,  and  Yanceyville). 

A  new  continuing  care  retirement  community,  Brookridge,  located  in  Winston- 
Salem,  will  open  for  operation  in  the  fall  of  1989. 

Recognizing  the  growing  need  for  quality  residential  care  for  older  adults,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Retirement  Homes  has  formulated  a  three-pronged  long- 
range  plan  to  meet  this  need: 

•  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of 
regional  continuing  care  retirement  communities  in  the  West, 
Piedmont,  and  the  East. 

•  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of 
"free-standing"  residential  housing  (independent-living  units, 
and  nursing-care  units). 

•  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of 
alternative  forms  of  residential  care  for  older  adults  (respite  care, 
adult  day  care,  and  home  health  care). 

With  the  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Retirement  Homes  sees  this 
challenge  as  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  ministry.

Baptist  Students.  Young  people  from  our  churches  are  encouraged  to  apply  to  Bap- 
tist colleges.  Pastors  and  parents  can  help  students  with  their  life  plans  when  they 
guide  them  toward  Baptist  schools.  Generous  student  aid  and  work  study  programs 
make  it  possible  for  any  qualified  student  to  attend  a  Baptist  college. 

Cooperative  Program.  Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  say  "Thank  you"  for 
the  generous  dollar  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.

Foreign  Mission  Board 

In  1988  there  were  197,863  people  baptized,  almost  541  a  day.  Approximately 
four  new  churches  were  started  per  day,  totaling  1,430.  Southern  Baptist  volunteers 
numbering  10,800  reinforced  missions  work  in  74  of  the  countries  where  we  have 
work. 

Overseas  relief  including  world  hunger  gifts  amounted  to  $10.9  million.  A  total  of 
3,867  missionaries  are  now  serving  in  113  countries.  An  increase  of  21  percent  over 
1987,  were  overseas  Baptists  enrolled  in  formal  ministerial  training,  or  26,952  per- 
sons. 

During  the  past  year,  110  new  cities  were  entered  in  41  countries  and  work  begun 
with  22  new  people  groups  in  15  countries.  Members  of  churches  overseas  gave  the 
equivalent  of  $99,800,987  through  their  churches,  up  6.2  percent,  despite  crippling 
inflation  in  some  parts  of  the  world. 

Discipleship  Training  enrollment  more  than  doubled  -  18,644  people.  Bible  cor- 
respondence courses  enrollment  totaled  342,281.  Only  11.6  percent  of  monies  given 
were  spent  for  administration  and  promotional  costs. 

The  efforts  made  to  reach  the  whole  world  by  the  year  2000  now  includes  an  ex- 
panding dialogue  with  other  groups  that  accept  Christ's  command  to  witness  to  the 
world.  Results  include  wider  sharing  of  information  and  plans  so  total  missions 
resources  can  be  used  most  effectively.  Southern  Baptists  must  decide  very  soon  to 
make  a  deeper  commitment  to  the  goal  and  formulate  specific  plans  to  reach  it.

Home  Mission  Board 


Under  the  leadership  of  President  Larry  Lewis  this  past  year  the  Home  Mission 
Board  has  renewed  their  commitment  to  the  goals  of  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust,  con- 
vinced that  the  way  to  win  our  world  to  Christ  is  through  starting  and  growing  Bible 
believing,  soul-winning,  ministering  churches. 

The  goal  is  50,000  churches  and  missions  by  the  year  2000.  As  of  December  1988 
there  were  42,218  churches  and  missions.  The  goal  for  baptisms  by  the  year  2000  is 
500,000  baptisms  per  year.  As  of  December  1988  baptisms  reached  348,000.  There  is 
a  goal  of  5,000  missionaries  on  the  field  by  the  year  2000.  As  of  December  1988  3,827 
Home  Missionaries  were  appointed. 

Two  Home  Mission  Board  efforts  -  the  Lay  Evangelism  Schools,  and  the  Lay 
Renewal  Weekends  are  primary  training  tools  to  reach  others  for  Christ. 

Some  changes  in  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  were 
made  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  as  they  re-evaluated  their  effectiveness  last  year. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  seeks  to  function  more  effectively  as  a  partnership  of 
caring  people,  with  one  another,  the  State  Conventions,  Associations  and  churches. 
Each  of  these  are  dependent  on  our  prayers  and  support  of  individuals  throughout 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.

State  Missions 

North  Carolina  is  a  mission  field.  With  one  hundred  counties,  it  is  a  great 
challenge  to  our  churches,  associations,  state  convention  and  its  institutions  and 
agencies.  We  cannot  take  our  "Baptist  heartland"  for  granted.  More  than  three 
million  of  the  six  million  residents  claim  no  membership  in  any  church.  In  our 
denomination,  of  the  1.1  million  members  on  our  church  rolls,  less  than  one-third  at- 
tend worship  on  a  good  Sunday.  Enrollment  in  our  church  program  organizations 
has  been  on  the  decline.  Twenty  years  ago  we  has  100,000  more  people  enrolled  in 
Sunday  School  than  we  have  today. 

North  Carolina  has  a  growing  challenge  in  missions.  Thousands  of  people  from  dif- 
ferent lands  now  call  North  Carolina  home.  There  is  a  growing  challenge  from  people 
with  special  handicaps  such  as:  the  deaf,  the  blind,  the  mentally  retarded,  the 
wheelchair  bound,  and  the  migrant  workers.  There  are  other  groups  in  need  of  our 
ministry  like:  drug  and  alcohol  abusers,  the  homeless,  and  inmates  living  in  over- 
crowded prisons. 

Still,  there  is  hope!  Through  State  Missions,  we  stand  ready  to  minister  in  Christ's 
name  to  all  people.  Examples  of  this  include:  Rev.  Walter  Jones  who  teaches 
Seminary  Extension  Courses  in  a  correctional  institution,  Shirlowe  Powell  who  leads 
lay  revival  weekends,  Amy  Perez  who  works  with  Hispanics,  Jessie  Bowman  who 
pastors  First  Baptist  Church  of  the  Deaf  in  North  Carolina. 

State  Missions  provides  scholarships  for  our  young  people  at  Baptist  colleges  for 
Royal  Ambassadors  and  Acteens.  We  support  Fruitland  Bible  Institute,  Caswell 
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Assembly,  and  the  Christian  Action  League. 

State  Missions  is  each  of  these  ministries,  these  people,  these  concerns,  and  these 
instituions.  State  Missions  is  our  way  of  responding  to  the  Great  Commission  in  our 
part  of  the  world.

Sunday  School  Report 

The  past  two  years  of  Sunday  School  work  in  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  has 
been,  at  best,  mediocre.  With  the  challenge  of  reaching  people  for  Christ,  teaching 
God's  Word,  and  winning  the  lost  to  our  Lord  so  important,  we  can  no  longer  afford 
to  settle  for  mediocrity.  There  have  been  a  few  bright  spots  in  individual  churches, 
but  we  need  many  more  points  of  light. 

Sunday  School  has  been  the  mainstay  of  Southern  Baptist  churches  since  the 
1950' s.  It  can  be  again  if  we  will  go  back  to  the  basics  of  Sunday  School  work. 
Therefore,  as  Sunday  School  director  I  propose  that  we  begin  a  renewed  emphasis  on 
Sunday  School  using  the  following  five  steps. 

The  first  step  is  provide  a  study  of  the  Basic  Sunday  School  Work  series  of  study 
courses.  This  five  hour  study  includes  books  for  all  age  groups  and  will  be  taught  at 
the  Baptist  Building  on  Friday  night,  November  17,  from  7:00  to  9:00  P.M.  and 
completed  on  Saturday  morning,  November  18,  from  9:00  A.M.  to  12:00  Noon. 

The  second  step  toward  renewing  Sunday  School  in  our  Association  will  be  to 
enlist  and  train  an  ASSISTeam.  The  training  will  be  provided  by  the  State  Baptist 
Convention  on  February  2  and  3  at  Caraway  at  the  ASSISTeam  Institute.  The 
ASSISTeam  will  then  hold  a  training  clinic  in  our  association  at  a  time  to  be  an- 
nounced. 

The  third  step  of  rejuvenating  our  Sunday  School  will  be  to  participate  in  the 
Here's  Hope  simultaneous  revivals  by  training  churches  who  wish  to  utilize  the  Peo- 
ple Search/Scripture  Distribution  in  February. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  Sunday  School  program  for  1989-90  will  be  to  enlist  a  full 
team  of  Vacation  Bible  School  and  holding  two  clinics  in  our  association  in  May  of 
1990.  In  addition  to  these  clinics  there  will  be  an  "early  bird"  clinic  in  March  1990. 

The  final  element  of  our  local  1989-90  plan  is  an  Outreach  Bible  Study  Awareness 
Luncheon  with  Robert  Stewart  on  August  21,  1990. 
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In  addition  to  these  loeal  plans  for  Sunday  School  we  will  be  promoting  various 
programs  and  opportunities  provided  by  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. 

Sunday  School  work  is  not  easy.  It  never  has  been.  But  with  the  resources  of  our 
churches  and  a  commitment  to  our  Lord  we  can  once  again  make  Sunday  School  a 
bright  spot  in  all  our  churches.

Director  of  Missions  Report 

Few  years  in  recent  memory  reflect  the  forward  advancement  in  associational 
work  as  1989.  All  across  the  Cabarrus  association  churches  are  showing  signs  of  new 
vision,  aggressive  programs  of  church  growth,  and  internal  renewal. 

This  sense  of  being  about  the  Father's  business  is  reflected  in  the  work  of  the 
association.  This  has  been  more  than  a  good  year.  It  has  been  an  exciting  year. 

The  most  signal  indication  of  this  excitement  is  the  new  Baptist  Building.  Cabar- 
rus Baptists  have  every  reason  to  be  grateful  for  past  leaders  who  had  the  vision  for 
better  facilities.  They  never  lost  their  vision,  and  as  they  pressed  forward,  others 
joined  them.  The  result  is  a  fine  attractive  and  highly  practical  building  for  local 
ministry. 

The  building  committee,  led  by  Carroll  Taylor,  has  worked  many  hours  to  bring 
this  dream  to  completion.  Some  persons  have  gone  beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  shared 
their  best  time  and  ability  to  make  it  possible. 

The  low  bid  for  the  building  was  $300,000  plus  furnishings,  landscaping,  and  pav- 
ing for  a  total  of  approximately  $350,000.  Raiford  Troutman  offered  to  provide  the 
workers  on  a  cost-plus  basis.  As  of  today,  with  all  bills  paid,  we  have  spent  $290,830. 
that  includes  furnishings,  landscaping  and  paving.  A  few  items  remain  to  be  done, 
but  the  building  should  not  exceed  $300,000.  That  is  a  savings  of  nearly  $50,000! 
Cabarrus  Baptists  will  long  be  indebted  to  Raiford  Trouman  for  his  gracious  offer 
and  the  significant  amount  of  money  he  saved  the  association. 

Now  we  have  a  building  with  adequate  parking,  high  visibility,  several  large 
assembly  rooms  and  efficient  office  work  areas. 

How  much  will  we  owe  is  the  often  asked  question.  If  the  old  office  sells,  and  we 
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have  a  contract,  it  now  looks  as  if  we  will  complete  and  dedicate  the  building  and  owe 
less  than  $35,000.  This  is  a  true  miracle  in  these  days  of  high  building  costs. 

I  would  like  to  challenge  the  association  to  retire  the  full  indebtedness  next  year. 
We  can  do  it,  and  I  believe  we  will. 

The  dedication  will  be  Sunday,  November  26  at  3  P.M.  Plan  now  to  be  a  part  of 
this  historic  occasion.

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories 
in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby 
propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  confor- 
mity to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 
The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for 
increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing 
and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching 
of  the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association, 
and  pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches 
shall  be  those  which  continue  in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with 
the  Association,  and  that  support  the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may 
receive  churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitu- 
tion and  Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body 
to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or; 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or; 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the 
Missions  Committee  of  the  Association,  or; 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  belief  in  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  sub- 
mit a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutal  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  com- 
mittee and  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree 
to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the 
Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating 
Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care, 
acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that 
departs  from  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of 
cooperation  with  the  Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter 
to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing 
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to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denominational  missions  for  two  consecutive 
years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the  General  Board  that  if  their 
failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommendation  shall  be  made 
to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks 
notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers. 
One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10 
messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names 
of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  register- 
ing at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent 
and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the 
churches,  except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Vice  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not 
preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the 
association,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerk,  shall  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in 
Section  I  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
closing  of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the 
session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing 
Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at 
all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  General 
Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
succeed  himself  after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 
Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions, 
and  stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sun- 
day School  Department,  the  Discipleship  Training  Department,  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Department, 
the  Music  Department,  and  any  other  such  departments  as  may  be  added 
by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  have  a  director:  Sunday  School  Director,  Disciple- 
ship Training  Director,  WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music 
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Director,  Media  Center  Director,  and  any  other  directors  as  may  be  added 
by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board, 
c.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Association  shall  nominate  the  direc- 
tors of  each  department  for  election  by  the  General  Board  it  its  second 
quarterly  meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  not  later 
than  September  1. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney, 
serving  terms  of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations  and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of 
office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 

The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  depart- 
ments, (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor, 
and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified 
to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees 
to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Associa- 
tion between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  this  Board  to  meet  in  January,  April,  and  July  and  make  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  association  at  its  annual  meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be 
held  on  call  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Association  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as 
listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution  and  the  directors  of  each  depart- 
ment as  listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  5  of  this  constitution.  Time  and  frequency 
of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the 
Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions,  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the  General 
Board  or  the  Association.  It  shall  appoint  the  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  X  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing 
committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one- 
third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  Except  those  committee  members 
serving  a  term  of  1  year  or  less,  no  committee  members  shall  be  eligible  to  serve 
on  the  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  service.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  com- 
mittees listed  in  the  constitution  except  for  short  term  special  committees.  Names 
of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  together  with  their  term 
of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordinate  of  superior.  Each  com- 
mittee may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the  association  as 
regularly  scheduled  or  requested. 


a.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting:

No 
solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  chur- 
ches or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or 
auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxliaries 
of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior  approval  of 
the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS

by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of 
the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Constitution.

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Bylaws 


BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting 
its  deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according 
to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Commit- 
tee on  Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  General  Board  and  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member 
of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a  fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout 
the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associa- 
tional Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual 
Meetings  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual 
to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other 
documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  General  Board 
and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the 
association;  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General 
Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for 
examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the 
Association  in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide 
for  their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the 
Associational  Music  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Associa- 
tion at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  office  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parlimentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed 
program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  per- 
son on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 
It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present 
the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments 
in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 
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Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator, 
Finance  Committee  Chairman,  Missions  Development  Committee  Chairman  as 
ex  officio  members,  and  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  deter- 
mined by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf 
of  the  General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the 
express  wish  of  the  Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions 
of  major  importance  be  made  without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This 
committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of  any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General 
Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Association  or 
the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters  concerning  business 
management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of  mis- 
sions in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recom- 
mend to  the  association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  mis- 
sions according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working 
with  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the 
Association  in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention.  All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the 
Treasurer,  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program, 
present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans 
for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget, 
and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

This  committee  shall  provide  an  auditor's  report  not  later  than  the  April  meeting 
of  the  General  Board. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members 
shall,  when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and 
ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recom- 
mend ordination  to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will 
assist  in  the  service  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  con- 
tact before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association, 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. This  committee  shall  also  nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and 
agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be 
available  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall 
^  review  applications  for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communications, 
and  cooperation  among  the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches 
for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship  problems. 
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Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolu- 
tions it  or  the  Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist 
the  General  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between 
sessions.  This  committee  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  listed  in  the 
constitution  except  for  short  term  special  committees. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It 
shall  also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall 
prepare  for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6) 
members.  This  committee  shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center 
within  the  Association  in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary 
Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect 
the  officers  of  the  Center  and  shall  assist  them  in  its  promotion.  The  Committee 
on  Committees  shall  name  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Exten- 
sion, and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  serve  as 
the  Director  of  Seminary  Extension  for  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The 
chairman  shall  serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Associational  Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate, 
plan  and  promote  activities  for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage 
each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to  serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council; 
to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each  church  and  their  participation 
in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall 
develop  and  maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions  Development,  composed  of  six  (6) 
members,  with  the  WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministry 
Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio  members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chair- 
man, or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in 
promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work  of  the  association  and  shall 
assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  committee  shall 
devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministry  Director  in 
formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities. 
This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mis- 
sion programs,  activities,  and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate 
to  all  employed  personnel  of  the  Association. 

a.  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to 
the  Association,  or  its  General  Board'for  election  all  ministerial  personnel 
other  than  the  Director  of  Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and 
evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 
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b.  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  description  for  all  paid  non-ministerial 
personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel 
policies  relating  to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other 
matters  relating  to  employee-associational  relationships  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee 
regarding  pay  schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ 
all  non-ministerial  personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of 
the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employ- 
ment of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall 
seek  proper  methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director 
of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the 
activities  of  the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year, 
which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute 
to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endow- 
ment, or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  mat- 
ters of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  on  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  its  Annual  Meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General 
Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association 
and  denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and 
the  Association  and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member 
of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300 
words  in  length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

Russell  Willis  clarified 
that  her  salary  is  governed  by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  salary  is  not  a  line 
item.  He  further  explained  the  breakdown  of  the  Sharing  House  Ministry  item 
of  $7,500.  The  Vice  Moderator  asked  that  this  inquiry  be  given  to  the  Missions 
Committee  by  common  consent.  Other  questions  followed  concerning  the  Sharing 
House  line  item  by  Gene  Burke.  Neal  Peyton  reported  that  $3,000  would  be  sent 
to  the  association  as  part  of  the  State  Missions  Offerings  support.  Vice  Moderator 
called  for  a  vote.  Unanimously  approved. 

12.  Charles  Stafford,  Chairman  of  the  Constitution  Committee,  presented  the 
proposed  revisions  and  moved  for  the  adoption.  Second  received.  Discussion  fol- 
lowed concerning  the  appointment  of  the  Parliamentarian,  and  the  election  of 
officers  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  The  term  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion and  directors  of  organizations  was  explained.  Call  for  questions.  Constitu- 
tion changs  were  approved  as  printed.  (See  Article  VI,  Section  1,  Section  5,  a., 
b.,  c,  Article  IX,  Bylaw  III,  Section  6,  Bylaw  IV,  Section  4  of  the  CONSTITUTION). 

13.  At  10:08  A.M.  the  Vice  Moderator  entertained  motion  a  motion  to  extend 
the  time.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried.  Hymn  number  462,  "Love  Lifted 
Me,"  was  sung  by  those  in  attendance. 

14.  Bill  Freeman,  pastor  of  Coldwater  and  Memorial  representative,  used 
scripture  from  Psalm  125.  He  read  the  names  of  176  church  members  from  area 
churches  that  had  died  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  Words  of  the  hymn,  "Faith 
of  our  Fathers,"  were  recited,  and  the  association  stood  for  prayer.  (See  "In 
Memoriam"  for  complete  list.) 

15.  At  10:20  A.M.  Russell  Willis  introduced  Edwin  Coates,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Baptist  Foundation  in  Cary.  He  recognized  Lou  Garrett  from  Memorial  who 
has  written  a  Christian  will  through  the  Foundation.  He  referred  to  Report  Number 
19  which  speaks  to  the  trust  income  for  1989. 

16.  At  10:35  A.M.  Lynn  Sasser,  Chairman  of  Executive  Committee,  presented 
Report  Number  4  for  information.  He  stressed  that  we  keep  our  focus  on  missions 
and  recommended  that  we  read  Doctrine  of  the  Laity  by  Dr.  Findley  Edge  which 
reinforces  what  it  is  to  be  the  people  of  God. 

17.  Darrell  Coble,  Moderator,  referred  to  Report  Number  12  on  General  Board. 
He  commented  on  the  work  of  the  Baptist  Sharing  House  and  its  renovations.  He 
encouraged  churches  to  give  toward  the  completion  of  the  project  and  reach  the 
$15,000  goal.  He  moved  for  the  adoption  of  this  report  and  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried. 

18.  Russell  Willis  introduced  Dr.  Byrns  Coleman,  Professor  of  Religion  at 
Wingate  College,  to  bring  a  doctrine  sermon.  Dr.  Willis  stated  that,  Southern  Bap- 
tists need  to  know  who  they  are  and  why  they  are  as  they  are  and  make  decisions 
based  on  their  understanding  of  the  doctrine  that  the  Lord  has  given  us  in  His  Word.

27.  Russell  Willis  introduced  the  officers  elected  for  the  new  year  and  duly 
installed  them  for  their  individual  terms  and  responsibilities. 

28.  At  7:20  P.M.  Jack  Watson  was  introduced  by  Russell  Willis.  He  is  employed 
by  the  Church  Extension  Department.

representative  from  the  Executive  Committee,  the  church  planter  and  Director  of 
Missions.  Second  received.  Mike  Steiner  spoke  to  this.  Finances  include  a  S25.000 
grant  from  Baptist  State  Convention.  S25.000  grant  from  sponsoring  churches,  here 
in  the  association  and  some  out  of  state.  The  new  church  will  be  expected  to  con- 
tribute S50.000  toward  a  budget  of  S  100.000.  The  telephone  campaign  will  center 
on  the  western  part  of  Cabarrus  County  along  the  Cabarrus/Mecklenburg  line.  The 
Association  Missions  Development  Committee  interviewed  Mr.  Terry 
Faulkenberry,  native  of  Kannapolis  from  North  Kannapolis  Baptist  Church,  who 
will  be  coming  as  church  planter.  Motion  was  read  again  and  called  for  questions. 
No  questions,  vote  was  unanimous. 

30.  At  7:45  P.M.  the  association  joined  in  the  singing  of  hymn  number  269. 
"Blessed  Assurance." 
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31.  Jerry  Collins,  member  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  presented  the  report 
of  the  Resolutions  Committee  in  two  parts.  (Report  appears  in  Report  Section  of 
this  annual.)  Each  of  the  two  sections  were  approved  by  proper  motion  and  vote. 

32.  Neal  Peyton,  laison  between  Cabarrus  Association  and  the  state  convention, 
was  recognized.  He  encouraged  those  in  attendance  to  feel  free  to  contact  him  at 
the  convention  with  any  concerns  or  questions. 

33.  At  7:50  P.M.Jerry  Townsend,  pastor  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  introduc- 
ed the  guest  missionary  speaker  for  the  evening.  Dr.  Alton  Hood  served  as  medical 
missionary  to  Thailand  for  20  years  and  now  resides  in  Wake  Forest  where  he  works 
in  emergency  medicine  at  Good  Hope  Hospital,  Erwin,  North  Carolina. 

34.  Special  music  entitled  "God  Leads  Us  Along"  was  presented  by  the  adult 
choir  of  Glorieta  Baptist  Church.  David  Hutchins,  Minister  of  Music  and  Youth, 
directed. 

35.  At  8:00  P.M.  Dr.  Hood  brought  greetings  and  stated  he  would  go  anywhere 
to  talk  about  Jesus.  He  read  scripture  from  Revelations  7:9  and  talked  about  the 
ministry  in  Thailand,  why  they  came  home,  and  the  ministry  he  is  involved  in 
at  the  present  time.

Director  of  Missions 

For  many  years,  the  Cabarrus  Association  struggled  with  the  task  of  relocating 
to  new  quarters.  Much  of  the  energy  and  resources  that  could  have  been  directed 
toward  local  meaningful  ministries  were  laid  aside  or  postponed  because  of  the 
relocation  effort.  Today,  that  is  all  behind  us.  Cabarrus  Baptists  have  their  new 
building.  The  indebtedness  is  less  than  $24,000  dollars.  The  building  stands  as 
a  monument  to  the  leadership  of  the  member  churches. 

Now  with  the  building  project  behind  us,  Cabarrus  Baptists  are  moving  agressive- 
ly  forward  with  local  ministries.  These  are  exciting  days. 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  is  a  way  that  Baptist  share  their  witness.  This  crisis 
ministry  reaches  across  racial  and  cultural  boundaries  to  minister  in  Jesus'  name. 
When  food  or  furniture  or  clothing  is  given  to  a  needy  family,  every  Cabarrus  Bap- 
tist gives  witness  to  God's  care  and  love  of  a  needy  world.  But  more  than  just  the 
giving  of  food  or  clothing,  Cabarrus  Baptists  are  witnessing  to  the  spiritual  needs 
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as  well.  Every  attempt  is  made  to  share  the  Good  News  of  salvation.  The  pastors 
of  member  churches  rotate  their  time  to  insure  that  personal  soul-winning  is 
effectively  done.  This  has  been  a  warm  experience  for  participating  pastors. 
People  have  come  to  know  Christ  as  saviour  because  of  this  consistent  witness. 
Cabarrus  Baptists  are  not  in  welfare  business.  They  are  in  the  business  of  reaching 
people  for  Christ.

The  association  voted 
to  move  ahead  in  partnership  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Home 
Mission  Board  to  insure  the  beginning  of  a  strong  church  start.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  association,  a  Church  Starter  Pastor  has  been  enlisted  and  he  will  begin 
his  duties  the  first  week  in  November.  The  planned  first  service  is  set  for  Palm 
Sunday  1991. 

How  exciting  it  is  to  be  on  the  cutting  edge  of  local  ministry.  This  is  missions 
at  home.  The  Church  Starter  Pastor  is  enlisted,  sponsoring  churches  have  voted 
to  participate,  and  the  work  begins  next  week. 

Real  progress  in  local  ministries  is  also  reflected  by  an  enlarged  participation 
of  local  churches.  We  now  have  Baptist  Churches  from  the  black  community  meeting 
and  studying  with  us.  These  dear  brothers  and  sisters,  of  like  faith  and  order,  share 
in  our  common  mission.  I  believe  that  sharing  will  grow  and  that  we  will  see  a 
new  unity  in  what  we  are  all  about.  I  rejoice  in  their  splendid  leadership,  and  I 
look  forward  to  our  future  unity. 

In  these  uncertain  times,  we  Baptists  would  do  well  to  remember  our  roots.  We 
were  born  out  of  struggle;  political,  cultural,  and  religious.  Baptists  will  find  a 
way  to  minister,  to  witness  and  express  their  faith.  Cabarrus  Baptists  are  moving 
forward,  in  Christ's  name.

A  good  word  to  describe  the  Sharing  House  is  EXCITEMENT!  This  year  a  lot 
of  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  building.  A  new  food  closet,  storage  room, 
and  more  shelves  have  been  added.  The  walls  and  shelves  have  been  painted  white. 
The  curtains  have  been  removed  and  the  room  is  now  filled  with  light.  New  doors 
have  been  added,  as  well  as  carpet  at  the  front.  The  receiving  area  and  the  work 
area  has  now  been  rearranged. 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House  is  receiving  great  support  from  the  churches  in  the 
Association.  Pastors  are  now  among  the  volunteers;  this  helps  to  provide  spiritual 
counseling  for  the  people.  During  this  past  month,  six  people  were  presented  and 
offered  the  plan  of  salvation.  Bibles  as  well  as  Christian  literature  is  given  to  each 
person.  Names  of  non-Christians  are  given  to  a  nearby  church  for  follow-up. 

During  Association  Emphasis  Week  over  $7,000  was  given  by  the  churches 
toward  the  improvements.  Over  75  percent  of  the  churches  are  participating  in 
the  work  by  providing  money,  clothes,  food,  household  items,  school  supplies,  toys 
for  Christmas,  baby  items,  Bibles  and  fans.  Most  of  all  they  are  providing 
volunteers. 
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667  families  were  assisted  or  2,715  individuals  of  which  1,338  were  children 
493  food  boxes  distributed 
24  families  assisted  during  Christmas  season 
45  children  given  toys 
126  families  given  household  items;  five  of  these  were  burned  out 
543  gave  Baptist  preference 

75  no  preference 
274  were  non-Christian 
The  Baptist  Sharing  House  is  a  ministry  that  God  is  using  not  only  by  giving 
assistance  to  people  but  it  is  helping  bring  churches  together.  GAs,  RAs,  Acteens, 
and  Baptist  Men  are  working  along  with  our  women  in  supporting  this  ministry. 
Benefits  are  low  at  the  Sharing  House  but  the  rewards  are  great!  Please  remember 
the  Sharing  House  in  your  prayers  during  this  next  year.  It  is  important  that 
people  have  a  place  to  come  for  help  and  a  place  to  know  God's  love.

Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  met  monthly  for  its  scheduled  meetings  at  the  Associa- 
tional  office.  Each  meeting  began  with  a  sandwich  lunch. 

The  sale  of  the  associational  property  on  Spring  Street  closed  on  November  1, 
1989,  at  $80,900  which  left  the  association  with  a  net  of  $75,930.  This  amount 
was  used  to  pay  down  the  construction  loan  on  the  new  Baptist  Building.  This 
left  a  loan  balance  of  $30,000.  This  loan  was  renewed  for  a  one  year  period  in 
April  1990.  It  is  currently  being  repaid  at  $500.00  per  month  plus  interest. 

The  Executive  Committee  considered  the  needs  of  the  growing  ministry  of  the 
Baptist  Sharing  House  and  enthusiastically  agreed  to  be  part  of  a  joint  recommen- 
dation to  the  General  Board  to  help  with  space  requirements.  This  recommenda- 
tion was  that  the  Cabarrus  Association  erect  a  double  garage  and  storage  building 
for  Immanuel  Baptist  Church  so  that  the  entire  building  used  for  the  Sharing  House 
could  be  dedicated  to  that  purpose.  Furthermore,  there  was  renovation  to  be 
completed  on  the  building.  All  of  this  was  in  return  for  a  long  term  lease  from 
Immanuel. 

The  association  was  authorized  to  request  $1,200  from  the  Home  Mission  Board 
to  purchase  food  for  the  Baptist  Sharing  House. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  following  with  much  interest  and  anticipation  the 
work  of  the  Mission's  Development  Committee  as  it  relates  to  a  new  church  start 
in  our  association.  There  is  full-hearted  support  for  starting  new  work  to  reach 
the  growing  masses  of  people  in  Cabarrus  County  with  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.

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General  Board 


The  General  Board  met  for  its  scheduled  quarterly  meeting  on  January  29,  April 
30,  and  July  30  at  the  Baptist  Building,  with  an  average  of  31  churches  represented. 
Each  of  these  meetings  began  with  a  fellowship  meal  for  those  who  wanted  to 
participate  and  was  followed  by  the  formal  business  session. 

The  purpose  of  the  General  Board  is  to  receive  reports  of  the  activities  and  work 
of  the  various  committees  and  organizations  of  the  Association  as  well  as  a  report 
from  our  Director  of  Missions,  and  to  act  on  any  business  matters  that  need  to 
be  handled  between  the  Annual  Meetings. 

The  January  meeting  consisted  of  a  welcome  to  new  General  Board  Members 
and  Staff  of  churches,  reports  from  the  different  committees.  Mike  Steiner  presented 
a  joint  recommendation  from  the  Missions,  Executive,  and  Finance  Committees 
that  the  present  building  of  the  Sharing  House  have  siding  applied  and  new  front 
door  installed;  that  a  double  garage  with  store  room  be  built  for  the  Immanuel 
Baptist  Church  approximately  22  x  30  feet,  frame  on  a  concrete  slab  with  the 
exterior  to  match  the  present  parsonage;  that  the  proposed  building  and  remodeling 
be  paid  for  by  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  in  exchange  for  a  long  term  usage 
agreement  of  the  entire  present  building  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  eight  (8)  years; 
with  the  Cabarrus  Association  to  continue  to  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  utilities 
for  the  building.  Further,  that  churches  and  individuals  be  invited  to  donate  toward 
these  costs  with  offerings  to  be  collected  during  Associational  Emphasis  Week  May 
20-27  with  a  goal  of  $15,000  to  be  set  for  this  offering.  Those  present  voted 
approval  of  this  joint  recommendation. 

A  second  recommendation  was  made  that  the  Association  employ  a  summer 
survey  worker  to  survey  the  western  area  of  the  county  to  determine  the  best  possible 
location  for  new  congregations  due  to  the  vast  growth  occurring  there.  The  State 
Convention  would  pay  the  salary  and  the  association  would  be  responsible  for  room, 
board,  and  transportation  with  the  estimated  cost  for  the  ten  week  period  to  be 
approximately  $1,500.  Motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  carried. 

Guidelines  for  the  use  of  the  new  Baptist  Building  were  presented  for  adoption. 
Amendments  to  these  guidelines  could  be  accomplished  in  the  future  as  needs  arise. 

The  April  meeting  included  the  regular  reports.  The  Mission  Development 
Committee  explained  "Project  Evangel,"  a  program  involving  church  starts.  A 
motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  Cabarrus  Association  take  the  first  step  of 
the  procedure  -  that  of  beginning  negotiations  with  the  State  and  Home  Mission 
Board  to  determine  how  this  Association  would  best  participate;  gather  all  perti- 
nent information  relative  to  the  procedures  and  requirements. 

During  the  July  General  Board  meeting  the  Missions  Development  Committee 
chairman,  Mike  Steiner,  gave  a  progress  report  on  the  New  Church  Start.  He 
brought  a  motion  for  approval  to  proceed  with  interviewing  and  selecting  a  Church 
Planter  for  the  new  church.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation 

The  historical  records  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  will  reveal  1989 
and  1990  to  be  significant  in  its  70  year  history.  Organized  following  action  taken 
at  the  1919  Convention  and  chartered  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1920  as 
a  charitable  corporation,  the  Trustee  agency  of  the  Convention  has  only  in  recent 
years  begun  to  have  an  impact  in  providing  financial  support  for  Baptist  institutions 
and  mission  causes. 

Charged  with  the  responsibility  of  creating  greater  awareness  among  Baptists 
within  North  Carolina  concerning  estate  stewardship  as  a  viable  and  significant 
means  of  providing  financial  support  of  Christian  endeavors  fostered  by  our  chur- 
ches, the  Baptist  Foundation  assist  individuals  in  the  establishment  of  endowment 
and  trust  funds.  Through  these  funds,  financial  support  is  provided  the  donor's 
chosen  Christian  cause  or  causes  on  a  continuing  basis  for  years  to  come,  long  after 
the  donor's  death. 

The  growth  of  the  Foundation,  in  terms  of  assets  managed,  has  been  significant 
during  the  past  few  years.  Since  January  1,  1988,  the  assets  placed  under  manage- 
ment of  the  Foundation  has  increased  by  over  $13  million  through  May  1990.  This 
exceeds  the  asset  growth  goals  set  in  1986  for  a  five  year  period. 
Trust  income  distributed  to  Baptist 
institutions  and  mission  causes 

1988  and  1989  $  1,106,930 
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Trust  income  distributed  to  individuals 
with  Baptist  causes  named  as  charitable 

remainderman  during  1988  and  1989  $  1,361,836 

Assets  held  in  trust  and  endowment  funds 

as  of  June  1,  1990  (unaudited)  $26,176,481 
Assets  held  in  trust  and  endowment  funds 

as  of  December  31,  1989  (audited)  $18,133,634 
Gifts  of  appreciated  assets,  such  as  stock  and  real  estate,  can  be  placed  in  trust 
to  generate  income  for  individuals  and  then  pay  income  to  Christian  causes  beyond 
their  lifetime.  As  a  result  of  this  unique  opportunity  to  give,  older  adults  are 
realizing  the  joy  of  establishing  life  income  trusts.  This  plan  often  provides  a  signifi- 
cant increase  in  personal  income,  bypass  of  capital  gain  taxes,  creation  of  a 
charitable  deduction  for  income  tax  and  estate  taxes,  and  assures  an  eventual  gift 
to  Christian  endeavors. 

A  new  home  for  the  Baptist  Foundation  was  built  during  1989  and  early  1990. 
The  6,000  square  foot  office  building  was  constructed  from  gifts  from  individuals 
and  is  located  on  property  provided  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  next  to  the 
Baptist  Building  in  Cary.  The  new  facility  was  occupied  in  February  1990,  and 
provides  much  needed  space.  We  extend  an  invitation  to  church  groups  to  call  and 
arrange  a  visit  to  the  newest  building  used  for  the  Lord's  service  by  North  Carolina 
Baptists.

Annuity  Board 

The  1980s  brought  new  challenges  and  opportunities  to  the  Annuity  Board  staff, 
and  the  1990s  promised  to  continue  this  trend. 

Two  major  transitions  occurred:  Paul  W.  Powell  succeeded  Darold  H.  Morgan 
as  president  of  the  Annuity  Board  on  March  1.  On  July  1,  1990,  the  Annuity  Board 
began  a  relationship  with  The  Prudential  Insurance  Company  of  America  to 
provide  life,  medical  and  disability  coverages. 

Powell's  specific  dream  for  the  Annuity  Board  is  two-fold.  "The  annuity  plans 
we  administer  will  permit  our  members  to  retire  with  the  dignity  they  deserve, 
and  our  life  and  health  programs  will  provide  the  best  possible  protection  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost." 

At  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  of  1990,  65,258  Southern  Baptist  ministers, 
church  employees  and  denominational  workers  had  active  retirement  accounts  at 
the  Annuity  Board.  Those  participating  in  the  Church  Annuity  Plan  were  34,433. 
Though  participation  is  strong,  there  are  still  hundreds  of  ministers  and  church 
employees  not  in  this  great  retirement  plan. 

A  highlight  of  the  Church  Annuity  Plan  is  the  Cooperative  Program  matching 
funds  from  the  state  conventions.  This  benefit  not  only  provides  supplemental 
disability  and  survivor  benefits  for  some  participants,  but  also  adds  to  retirement 
benefit  accumulations.  No  other  plan  offers  this  advantage. 

This  is  what  is  happening  in  North  Carolina: 

•  There  are  now  2,162  North  Carolina  churches  and  associations  contributing 
to  retirement  plans. 

•  North  Carolina  has  1,972  signed  Cooperative  Agreements!  More  than  any 
other  state! 
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•  The  average  annuitant  in  North  Carolina  receives  $276.39  per  month,  up 
from  $249.96  per  month  last  year. 

•  North  Carolina  has  3,436  members  making  contributions  to  Annuity  Board 
retirement  plans. 

•There  are  1,889  annuitants  receiving  benefits  each  month  in  North 
Carolina  -  $522,109.84  each  month! 
There  is  still  much  to  be  done.  Only  64  percent  of  our  churches  are  participating 
in  our  retirement  plans.  Of  this  64  percent,  many  do  not  actually  make  contribu- 
tions. The  minister  does  this  on  his  own. 

It  is  easy  to  see  there  is  a  GREAT  challenge  before  us  to  help  ministers  prepare 
for  the  future  and  to  help  churches  be  responsible  employers.

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina 

For  105  years  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  has  been  giving 
children  a  chance  at  life.  This  year  we  formalized  that  phrase  into  our  first  state- 
wide fund-raising  campaign. 

The  "Give  a  child  a  chance!"  Campaign  seeks  to  raise  $11  million  over  three 
years  to  expand  Cameron  Boys  Camp,  boost  general  operating  income  and  increase 
endowment. 

We  will  also  be  able  to  begin  a  before  and  after  school  care  program  in  Davidson 
County,  to  give  security  to  children  of  working  couples,  who  won't  have  to  go  home 
to  empty  houses  anymore. 

Some  of  the  new  endowment  earnings  will  increase  training  to  help  staff  deal 
with  ever  changing  needs  among  the  1,000  children  and  families  they  serve  each 
year. 

Baptist  Men  of  North  Carolina  have  agreed  to  build  the  new  Tommy  and  Jeanie 
Eller  Chuckwagon  at  Cameron,  saving  approximately  $75,000  in  construction  costs. 

Children's  hopes  also  were  bolstered  by  the  return  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering 
voted  by  messengers  to  the  1989  state  convention.  While  suffering  through  its  12 
year  absence,  BCH  lost  more  than  $1  million  in  revenue. 

In  the  change  from  a  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering  to  the  Thanksgiving  Offering, 
BCH  will  go  18  months  without  a  special  collection,  a  period  that  encompasses 
more  than  an  entire  fiscal  year.  For  the  past  five  years  that  special  collection  has 
meant  $400,000  to  the  ministry,  a  sum  that  will  be  difficult  to  make  up  in  the 
1990-91  budget.  Some  churches,  aware  of  the  difficulty,  have  promised  to  begin 
receiving  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  in  1990. 

The  Cooperative  Program  continues  to  anchor  our  budget  planning  from  the 
churches.  We  urge  renewed  commitment  to  cooperative  giving  among  our  North 
Carolina  churches.  It  is  essential,  not  only  for  us,  but  for  the  entire  missions 
enterprise  built  painstakingly  for  a  century  and  a  half.  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
receives  $1.5  million  from  Cooperative  Program  receipts  each  year.  That  is  the 
stackpole  around  which  we  build  our  other  income  planning.  A  decrease  in 
Cooperative  Program  dollars  to  Baptist  Children's  Homes  would  seriously  jeop- 
ardize our  ability  to  care  for  children. 

In  August,  BCH  signed  an  agreement  with  Gaston  County  Department  of  Social 
Services  to  operate  two  emergency  care  homes  owned  by  the  county.  That  raises 
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to  11  the  number  of  emergency  care  homes  BCH  operates.  That  service  in  which 
a  child  at  risk  of  abuse  or  neglect  can  receive  shelter  right  away,  is  the  service  most 
in  demand  throughout  the  state.  Children  stay  a  maximum  of  60  days  while  BCH 
works  with  the  custodian  to  determine  a  long-term  plan  of  care. 

Baptist  Children's  homes  has  a  105  year  history.  But  its  history  is  just  the  knot 
that  ties  it  to  a  boundless,  unbroken  ribbon  of  promise  that  stretches  beyond  the 
future  to  wrap  children  and  families  with  eternal  blessings.

Baptist  Hospital 

"The  largest  health-science  building  program  ever  in  North  Carolina  has  changed 
the  landscape  on  Hawthorne  Hill,  and  the  changes  continue  in  rapid  succes- 
sion. .  .One  thing  that  hasn't  changed  is  the  institution's  tradition  for  delivery 
of  compassionate  health  care.  That  will  never  change."  This  statement,  from  Dr. 
Charles  P.  Nicholson,  Jr.,  Baptist  Hospital  Trustee  and  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Center  Board  of  Directors,  is  both  a  report  and  a  commitment. 

Another  building  in  this  $190  million  expansion  program  has  recently  been  com- 
pleted and  occupied.  The  Clinical  Sciences  Building  will  house  most  of  the  Medical 
Center's  ambulatory  services,  and  has  been  termed  a  "medical  supermarket," 
where  patients  may  do  "one-stop  shopping."  The  building  will  also  accommodate 
an  Ambulatory  Surgery  Unit,  Medical  Center  Administrative  Offices,  and  other 
functions.  Nearing  completion  is  the  Day  Care  Center  for  children  of  medical  center 
employees.  Under  construction  is  an  addition  to  the  MRI  (Magnetic  Resonance 
Imaging)  Building,  and  a  significant  addition  to  the  Patient/Visitor  Parking  Deck. 
Construction  on  the  Center  on  Aging  Building  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  early  1991 
with  the  completion  date  set  for  the  spring  of  1993. 

The  purpose  of  all  these  new  facilities  is  to  enable  the  hospital  to  respond  to 
patient  needs  better  than  ever  before.  In  addition  to  improvement  of  many 
established  procedures,  several  new  diagnostic  and  treatment  programs  have  been 
started  recently.  The  Organ  Transplant  Program  added  a  new  dimension  when 
it  performed  the  first  single-lung  transplant  in  North  Carolina.  Bone  marrow 
transplants  are  also  being  performed  now.  A  Cranio-facial  Clinic,  to  correct  major 
deformities  of  the  skull  and  upper  face  during  the  first  year  of  life,  opened 
recently.  New  laser  technology  provides  an  improved  method  for  clearing  out 
atherosclerotic  deposits  in  the  carotid  arteries  of  the  neck.  New  approaches  are 
being  used  effectively  in  the  treatment  of  children  with  Cerebral  Palsy. 
Bowman/Gray  Baptist  Hospital  is  the  only  medical  center  in  the  nation  using  and 
evaluating  Clinodean,  a  non-narcotic  pain  killer  which  has  proven  effective  in 
controlling  pain  following  surgery  and  for  cancer  patients. 

Patients  come  from  all  across  North  Carolina  and  from  34  other  states.  The 
number  of  patients  being  referred  from  foreign  countries  is  increasing  as  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  Medical  Center  spread  throughout  the  world. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1990,  the  hospital  received  $692,946.24 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  $271,361.24  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital 
Offering  and  direct  gifts.  Cooperative  Program  Funds  are  used  for  the  Department 
of  Pastoral  Care,  and  other  church  gifts  to  help  to  provide  Benevolent  Care  for 
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financially  needy  patients.  The  hospital  staff  and  patients  are  most  grateful  for 
this  continuing  financial  support.

Baptist  Retirement  Homes 

Making  life  for  Older  Adults  the  Best  of  Times  is  the  continuing  goal  of  Baptist 
Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina  Inc.,  which  operates  four  residential  facilities 
for  Older  Adults  around  the  state  -  in  Albemarle,  Asheville,  Hamilton  and 
Winston-Salem. 

In  Winston-Salem,  Brookridge  Retirement  Community  celebrates  its  first  bir- 
thday in  1990.  It  is  the  largest  of  the  facilities,  providing  five  levels  of  care  - 
independent  living  in  garden  homes,  independent  living  in  apartments,  and  assisted 
living,  intermediate  nursing  care  and  skilled  nursing  care  in  its  healthcare  unit 
-  to  350  Older  Adults.  The  residents  have  developed  a  strong  community  spirit. 

Around  the  state  other  homes  face  a  promising  year. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  applied  in  July  for  permis- 
sion to  construct  the  60  nursing  care  beds  the  state  is  allocating  to  Buncombe  County 
in  1990. 

State  approval  of  its  plans  will  be  next  step  toward  adding  a  60  bed  health-care 
unit  to  the  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  Asheville,  a  unit  offering  skilled 
and  intermediate  nursing  care. 

The  facilities  in  Albemarle  and  Hamilton  provide  assisted  living  in  a  residential 
setting  to  30  Older  Adults  each.  Both  programs  are  greatly  enhanced  by  the  strong 
support  of  the  surrounding  community  and  its  churches.  The  Brotherhood,  WMU 
and  senior  adult  clubs  at  many  nearby  churches  provide  fellowship,  entertainment, 
sills  and  physical  labor,  household  needs — whatever  they  see  are  needed  by  each 
home. 

The  Albemarle  Baptist  Home  also  offers  respite  care  for  those  families  who  care 
for  an  Older  Adult  and  need  some  time  away  from  that  responsibility.  The  cost 
of  the  care  is  paid  by  the  family,  and  it  provides  overnight  care  for  whatever  length 
of  time  the  family  needs. 

Please  pray  for  this  ministry.

American  Bible  Society 

In  1989  the  American  Bible  Society  dared  to  hope  that  our  historic  partnership 
with  the  churches  of  America,  which  has  been  providing  the  Holy  Scriptures  to 
the  world  for  over  170  years,  was  ready  to  meet  new  challenges.  The  vision  of  a 
Bible  for  every  person  who  wants  and  needs  one  is  a  challenge  in  which  all  chur- 
ches can  participate;  it  is  also  one  in  which  all  churches  MUST  participate  if  the 
goal  is  to  be  met.  And  by  the  grace  of  God,  who  does  not  disappoint  our  hopes 
(Romans  5:5),  churches  have  responded  with  visionary  enthusiasm,  turning  1989 
into  a  landmark  year.  It  is  with  sincere  gratitude  that  the  American  Bible  Society 
extends  its  congratulations  to  you  and  your  denomination  for  your  part  in  making 
1989  such  a  successful  year. 

In  1989,  21  langauges  received  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  for  the  first  time. 
This  brings  to  1,928  the  total  number  of  languages  into  which  at  least  one  book 
of  the  Bible  has  been  translated.  Translators  are  currently  working  on  translation 
projects  in  605  additional  languages  worldwide.  In  424  of  these  projects,  some  part 
of  the  Bible  is  being  translated  for  the  first  time. 

Among  the  first-ever  Scripture  translations  to  appear  in  1989  were  New 
Testaments  in  Romani,  the  gypsy  language  of  Yugoslavia,  and  Saame,  a  Lapp 
language  spoken  in  the  USSR  and  Scandinavia.  By  the  end  of  1989,  over  850,000 
Bibles  and  New  Testaments  had  been  shipped  to  the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern 
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Europe.  Shipments  of  hundreds  of  thousands  more  Scriptures  are  continuing  in 
1990.  At  the  end  of  1989,  1,412,636  Bibles  and  New  Testaments  had  been  produc- 
ed for  the  People's  Republic  of  China.  Although  the  Bible  is  now  available  in  the 
new  form  of  the  Lao  language,  Scripture  distribution  there  is  not  welcomed. 
However,  the  Bible  Society  was  granted  permission  to  supply  notebooks  with  Scrip- 
ture verses  to  Lao  students  participating  in  and  exchange  program  between  Laos 
and  Thailand. 

While  new  doors  are  opening  in  some  countries,  doors,  once  open,  are  closing 
in  others.  One  such  country  is  Nepal  -  religious  opposition  is  also  being  felt  in 
various  Islamic  countries,  such  as  Malaysia.  Iraq  churches  have  received  permis- 
sion to  import  a  limited  supply  of  Bibles.  Wars  in  countries  have  a  devastating 
effect  on  getting  scriptures  in  places  such  as  Sudan,  Moru,  Peru,  and  Nairobi. 

The  events  of  1989  clearly  demonstrate  that  the  demand  for  the  Scriptures  around 
the  world  is  higher  now  than  at  any  point  in  history.  Our  prayer  is  that  the 
groundswell  of  generosity  and  concern  we  witnessed  in  1989  will  grow  to  em- 
brace others  around  the  world  whose  need  for  the  Word  of  God  is  just  as  great 
and  just  as  compelling.  The  goal  is  a  vital  growing  partnership  among  Christians 
everywhere  benefiting  all  people  in  every  land.

During  1989  some  remarkable  things  happened  because  you  supported  Southern 
Baptist  foreign  missions  work.  Here  are  just  a  few  examples:  A  record  227,564 
people  were  led  to  the  Lord  and  baptized.  In  terms  of  a  ratio,  that  means  one  bap- 
tism for  every  10.7  Baptist  church  members  overseas.  This  compares  with  one  bap- 
tism for  every  40  Southern  Baptist  in  the  United  States.  Medical  missionaries  and 
national  medical  personnel  cared  for  more  than  1.4  million  patients. 

More  than  $5  million  of  your  gifts  helped  support  hunger  and  relief  efforts  in 
44  nations. 

Baptists  produced  50,000  television  and  radio  programs  on  483  stations.  They 
distributed  6.5  million  perodicals,  3.9  million  books  and  almost  20  million  tracts. 

Your  support  came  in  many  forms.  You  prayed  for,  financially  supported  and 
corresponded  with  3,780  foreign  missionaries.  And  more  than  10,000  of  you 
traveled  abroad  to  fill  short-term  volunteer  needs. 

Unfortunately,  for  the  first  time  since  1972,  Southern  Baptists  finished  the  year 
with  fewer  foreign  missionaries  than  they  started  the  year  with.  To  be  precise, 
87  fewer.  This  was  part  of  a  steady  decline  in  appointments  over  the  last  five  years. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  looks  brighter.  An  encouraging  number  of 
qualified  people  are  requesting  appointment  information  and  moving  through  the 
appointment  process. 

The  new  decade  presents  Southern  Baptists  with  some  unparalleled  opportunities. 
As  we  approach  the  year  2000  and  the  culmination  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust,  there 
is  still  much  work  to  be  done.

President  Larry  Lewis  lists  some  1989  highlights  in  his  report  that  are  en- 
couraging and  exciting. 

EVANGELISM  OUTREACH  AT  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVEN- 
TION: Almost  1,000  professions  of  faith  were  recorded  in  two  days  of  door-to- 
door  witnessing  in  Las  Vegas  and  a  week  of  statewide  revivals  coordinated  by  our 
Evangelism  Section. 

CHURCH  STARTING  IN  NEVADA:  We  began  17  congregations  as  part  of 
Nevada's  church-starting  project  in  connection  with  the  SBC  meeting  in  Las  Vegas. 

NATIONAL  SOUL-WINNING  CONFERENCE:  Approximately  500  pastors 
and  laypeople  shared  ideas  on  evangelism,  heard  a  dozen  inspirational  messages, 
and  joined  44  Oklahoma  City  area  churches  for  evangelistic  visitation. 

CHURCH  PLANTER  BANQUET:  Our  1989  banquet,  held  during  the  SBC, 
honored  pastors  whose  churches  started  missions  during  the  past  year. 

MEGA  FOCUS  CITIES  PROJECT:  Research  recently  presented  indicates  that 
Southern  Baptists  are  making  more  advances  in  church  planting  and  church  growth 
in  Mega  Focus  Cities  than  in  other  areas. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  THRUST:  This  new  cooperative  strategy  involving 
the  HMB,  state  conventions,  and  associations  will  assist  more  than  900  Baptist 
associations  in  strategy  planning.  Associations  in  small  towns  and  rural  settings 
are  not  forgotten. 
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STRENGTHENING  BIVOCATIONAL  MINISTRIES:  Long  range  plan  is  to 
have  a  many  as  six  consultants  on  bivocational  ministries.  Strong  emphasis  is  placed 
on  enlisting  bivocational  ministers  as  church  planters  in  new-work  areas  of  the 
country. 

Because  of  the  commitment  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  staff,  our  missionaries, 
and  our  Board  of  Directors,  and  our  partnership  with  all  Southern  Baptists,  the 
future  of  home  missions  is  bright.

Starting  a  new  church  using  90  volunteers  making  20,970  telephone  calls, 
taking  literally  the  Bible  verse:  "I  was  in  prison  and  you  came  unto  me," 
beginning  a  church  in  an  inter-racial  neighborhood  of  single  mothers  living  on 
government  assistance,  confronting  the  cults  with  both  force  and  friendship, 
organizing  a  church  with  a  food  and  clothing  center  (including  a  garden  plot  where 
members  can  grow  their  own  food),  and  providing  scholarships  for  deserving  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Colleges. 

All  of  these  may  seem  unusual  church  ministries.  But  actually  they're  not.  They 
are  everyday,  every  week,  every  month  realities  in  places  near  where  you  live. 
They  are  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  goal  for  our  State  Missions  Offering  is  $1,800,000.  Monies  are  divided  nine 
ways:  Mission  Ministries,  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  Christian  Higher 
Education,  Christian  Action  League,  Caswell  Debt  Retirement,  Caswell  Capital 
Funds,  Associational  Projects,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Men. 

During  August  of  this  year,  a  State  Missions  Kick-Off  Dinner  was  held  at  the 
Baptist  Building.  Forty-three  people  attended  with  15  of  our  churches  represented. 
Reverend  Jim  Royston,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church  Huntersville,  challenged 
those  attending. 

State  Missions  is  a  partnership  with  churches,  associations,  and,  in  some  cases, 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  The  partnership  is  also  with  you — North  Carolina 
Baptists  who  make  it  possible  through  your  prayers,  concern  and  financial  support.
